Fair Is Ready 


Gates of Chi’s Century of 
Progress to swing on May 
27—Farley-will open it

CHICAGO, May 22.—Promptly at 10 
o'clock next Saturday morning Chicago 
will throw open the gates of her second 
world’s fair—A Century of Progress— 
and begin a five months’ celebration of 
her 100th birthday. 

Postmaster General James A. Farley 
will represent the federal government at 
the opening. He was requested to do 
so by President Rooseveit after both the 
Chief Executive and Vice-President John 
N. Garner found they would be unable 
to attend because of the legislative 
situation in Washington. 

Rufus C. Dawes, president of the fair. 
expressed gratification that some official 
emissary would be present from Wash- 
ington and that President Roosevelt 
hoped he could visit Chicago before the 
fair is over. 

Mrs. Roosevelt. in a telegram sent by 
Mrs. Ellen P. Dawes, wife of President 
Dawes, on behalf of the social commit- 
tee of the board of A Century of 
Progress, ‘has been invited to be a guest 
of the fair on June 5. 

President Dawes and Major Lenox R. 
Lohr, general manager of the fair, an- 
nounced today that the fair is ready. 
Opening day will be a gala event for 
Chicago and the Middle West. Parades, 
ceremonies, pageantry and _ colorful 
events are included in the program that 
begins early in the morning and con- 
tinues until late at night. 

Following a day of spectacular ac- 
tivities in downtown Chicago and at the 
grounds, the startling new illumination 
will be officially thrown against the 
night sky by means of a light beam 
from the star Arcturus, 40 light years 
distant from the earth. 

Opening-day features will get under 
way with a hnge uniformed parade thru 
the downtown district, in which the 
army, navy and marine corps, civic and 
fraternal organizations and many na- 
tional groups will participate. The 
dedicatory address will be made at Sol-

LOS ANGELES, May 22. — Definite 
proof that vaudeville pays lies in the 
figures of the grosses of the downtown 
de luxe houses here. In a survey show- 
ing the net receipts in five of the houses 
Over a four-week period, the two playing 
vaudeville show a weekly profit while 
the remaining houses fluctuate weekly, 
according to the picture and occasion- 
ally dip heavily into the red. 

Warner Brothers’ Downtown and Fan- 
chon .& Marco’s Paramount are the two 
vaude stands. The former usés six acts 
weekly, booked by the Bert Levey office. 
For the week ending April 19, with a 
Weak picture, The Keyhole. the house 
Succeeded in reaching $10,000, which is

a 50-cent top. For the week ending 
April 26, with Central Airport on the 
screen, the theater grossed $11,500, 
Which shows about $4,000 profit. On 
the week ending May 3, with Elmer the 
Great on the screen, the house put an- 
Cther $5,000, of the $12,000 take, on the 
black side of the ledger.

Amusements Threatened With 
Additional Federal Taxation 


Exemption may drop to 20 cents or none—President’s 
industrial recovery bill needs finances—25 million for 
20c maximum and 40 million for tax on all admissions 


NEW YORK, May 22.—After a year of the Federal admissions tax of 10 per 
cent on all tickets of 45 cents or over, the amusement industry is again threatened 
with Federal taxation. This time it takes the form of a lowering of the exemp- 
tion scale to 20 cents or else doing away with it altogether, which would involve 
many theaters that are not affected by the tax at present. Not only that, but 
amusement parks aNd other branches of amusements would be vitally affected. 
The contemplated tax measures are a direct result of the impending passage of 


By Roosevelt Control Bill 


President’s Industrial Regulation Bill might force film 
industry groups to merge—action is far-reaching and 
would affect all branches of the amusement field 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—The entire 
amusement industry will be vitally af- 
fected by President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s Industrial Regulation Bill, which 
proposes to regulate industry and put 
thru a vast public works program. The 
bill may come up this week in both 
houses. 
Ways and Means Committee is holding 
hearings on methods to raise the funds 
required by the bill. When and if 
passed, the bill would require that every 
company be licensed, that each trade as- 
sociation draw up a code of practice 
which must be approved by the Presi- 
dent, that the anti-trust laws be sus- 
pended, and that every industry accept 
the government’s rules on union and 
labor conditiors. 


ABA Indorsed by 
NVA, However, Attaches Strings 


NEW YORK, May 22.—The Actors’ 
Betterment Association has been of- 
ficially indorsed by the three theatrical 
guilds, the Actors’ Fund and the NVA, 
altho the NVA’s indorsement is qualified 
and came only after extra talks between 
the organizations last week. Secretary 
Henry Chesterfield of the NVA says he 
is for the ABA in its fight to eliminate 
gyp benefits, but that he will not com- 
mit himself to support any ABA ac- 
tivity beyond battling benefits.

Membership App 
Constitution Change 


On Equit 

NEW YORK, May 22-—Equity head- 
quarters has already received indications 
from its membership that the proposed 
changes in the Equity constitution, to 
be voted on at the general meeting at 
the Hotel Astor June 2, will meet with 
popular approval. The changes, briefly, 
provide that no alien actor can become 
a senior member of Equity, entitled to 
a vote and a voice in the association’s 
affairs, unless he first becomes a citi- 
zen of the United States. Alien actors 
hereafter, if the amendment goes thru, 
will remain aliens, and each appearance 
in the United States would have to come 
thru regular Equity channels for han- 
dling alien performers. 


In the meantime the House. 


The President’s program can go into 
effect one week after passage, a ground- 
work structure having been already laid 
by Hugh 8S. Johnson, whom Roosevelt 
has chosen as “dictator of industry.” 
The Roosevelt program will, of course, 
affect the amusement industry just as 
much as any other industry. The 
ultimate results of this Federal regula- 
tion cannot be forecast accurately. 

The bill would be more far-reaching 
in its effect on show ousiness than the 
Brookhart bill, the Sirovich resolution 
or the bill Representative Patman 
(Texas) says he will introduce ordering 
the Department of Justice to probe the 
film industry. Under the Roosevelt pro- 
gram, all companies must be lhcensed

President Roosevelt’s industrial recovery 
bill, new taxes being needed to finance 
the $3,300,000,000 program of public 
works provided for in that. measure. Di- 
rector of the Budget Douglas has sub- 
mitted suggestions which include a 
manufacturers’ sales tax, increase in in- 
come tax rates, application of income 
tax levies to corporations and various 
other miscellaneous levies, including 
taxes on coffee, tea and cocoa and 
increases in the present taxes on ad- 
missions, telephone toll and gasoline. 

The admissions tax change has been 
variously proposed as a doing away with 
the exemption altogether—which, it is 
estimated, would yield the government 
en additional $40,000,000—or the lower - 
ing of the exemption to 20 cents, which, 
according to estimates, would yield 
$25,000,000. 

Either change would prove disastrous 
to many amusement enterprises. When 
the present tax was levied it was figured 
that the added 10 per cent on admis- 
sions would break the backs of many 
theaters and other amusement purveyors 
which were just managing to get along. 
While this result in some cases came 
true, in others it was avoided by a 
lowering of the admission scale to avoid 
the levy. As the tax is presently func- 
tioning, only de luxe and first-run 
houses are vitally affected, along with 
the legitimate theaters. The latter yield 
only a small amount of money to the 
government per year, and as an art form 
they claimed exemption — protection 
even. This, however, was not granted.

Cruise Biz 
Aids Talent 


Busy season foreseen—es- 
timated 1,500 performers 


will find work on trips

NEW YORK, May 22.—Coastwise and 
transatlantic cruises using talent and 
orchestras, ‘which came into popularity 
two seasons ago, seem all set for another 
good season, and it is estimated that 
around 1,500 performers and musicians 
will be used in first-rate cruises booked 
here this summer. At least 30 cruises by 
the bigger steamship lines are already 
scheduled, with more to be added later 
if the first are successful. One booker 
alone, Nat Abramson, claims 19 cruises 
already contracted for. 

For many performers and musicians 
these cruises will come in handy. Ina 
few instances the steamship lines are 
not paying cash, but offer free passage 
and service. In most of them, however, 
the talent is being paid in addition to 
getting free passage. Altho the dough 
is often small, most acts consider it 
better than laying off, and the bookers 
have long lists that want the dates.

NEW YORK, May 22. — Comparing 
Paramount-Publix ie Kreuger and 
Toll in vastness, Bankruptcy Referee 
Henry K. Davis has vested trustees with 
powers up to a quarter of a million dol- 
lars in sales of assets in the $16,000,000 
parent corporation. without sanction of 
creditors, and today the newly elected 
Charles E. Richardson met with Eugene 
W. Leake and Charles D. Hilles to out- 

line course of action. 


Authority of trustees to sell and dis- 
pose of assets in private or public sale, 
for cash, credit, or for part of each, with- 
out vote of creditors, puts corporation 
and subsidiaries in hands of the three, 
except that notice of all activity must 
be reported to attorneys representing 
creditors. All attorneys were not in- 
cluded in first edict, and upon sugges- 
tion of minority representatives. it was 
decided to include all present at hear- 
ing Saturday. Attorney Samuel Zirn 
excepted to powers vested, saying trus- 
tees should consult creditors’ vote in all 
sales over $25,000. Zirn was overruled 
in all motions, with exception that he 
should receive notices. 


Zirn contested nomination of Rich- 
ardson, declaring that he was “incom- 
petent,” and that ‘the “was being 
squelched by steam-roller methods.” He 
was warned by referee that he would be 
expelled from meeting, but continued to 
battle, declaring Richardson was “ille- 
gally voted for and elected.” He moved 
that memorandum of objections be 
filed, and was overruled. Attorneys 
Szold and House and individual bond- 
holder Alfred Levy attempted to de- 
mand examination of Richardson, be- 
fore election, for “competency.” but ref- 
eree affirmed that nominee was compe- 
tent. 

Attorney Robert Levis asked for Rich- 
ardson’s election on ground that he was 
well-equipped as business man, and 
presently in the film business as vice- 
president and treasurer of Fox Films, 
and pleaded that “while lawyers were 
fiddling, Rome was burning.” Levis 
cast three votes for $6,000,000 of Mrs. 
Caroline E. Levis and Allied Owners 
Corporation and Prudence Bonds Corpor- 
ation. Szold and Zirn challenged 
these votes. Zirn had previously set 
out to dislodge trustees on grounds they 
were friendly to preferred creditors and 
that referee was biased. A second effort 
to remove Davis will be made Wednes- 
day before Judge Alfred C. Coxe in Fed- 
eral Court, having failed in Judge Bon- 
dy’s court several weeks 2go. 


Levy moved to appoint a committee 
in view of Sirovich probe to investigate 
Paramount-Publix for “hidden assets.” 
Hearing subsided into routine for com- 
promises with other firms, such as de- 
crease of Buffalo rental with McNaugh- 
ton Realty, and proposal by attorneys 
Alyea and Friendley to take $150,000 for 
$230,000 claim of P-P against Art Cine- 
ma Corporation. Meeting was adjourned 
until Tuesday at 10 a.m., again over 
Zirn’s objection. 


Kuykendall New 
Head of MPTOA 


MEMPHIS, May 22.—Ed Kuykendall, 
of Columbus, Miss., president of the 
MPTO of Arkansas, Mississippi and Ten- 
nessee, has succeeded M. A. Lightman as 
national president of the MPTOA. After 
Lightman had resigned formally Fred 
Wehrenberg, MPTOA board chairman, 
conducted the election for the unex- 
pired term. The board must determine 
whether the term ends October 15 or 
March 15. 


Kuykendall must call a meeting of 
the tri-State board to name his own 
successor, who will also be on the 
MPTOA board. Kuykendall had been 
in Washington the last two weeks fight- 
ing adverse legislation and for years 
was prominent in exhibitor affajrs. 
Eighteen months ago he was elevated 
from vice-president to head of the tri- 
State MPTO when W. B. Ruffin resigned. 
He is popular with distributors and pro- 
gucers as well as exhibitors in the Mid- 
west. Lightman in the meantime is 
devoting all his time to developing his 
theater chain.

To Continue for Some Time

Assistant District Attorney Sullivan and staff get 29 
convictions out of 30 cases—wide co-operatian is given 
—wmore legislation planned—more arrests 

a 


NEW YORK, May 22.—The special in- 
vestigation into charity frauds and gyp 
benefits by Assistant District Attorney 
John J. Sullivan has netted 29 convic- 
tions out of 30 cases tried. There are so 
many other cases pending and investiga- 
tions under way that the original windup 
date, May 15, has been extended. It now 
appears that the probe will continue sev- 
eral weeks, Sullivan and his men having 
uncovered mnore material than was ex- 
pected. Several court cases are slated for 
as far in advance as June 15, while evi- 
dence is still being gathered on new cases. 
The investigation, instigated by The Bill- 
board and launched April 8, is now at 
its height. Sullivan has perfected the 
machinery for digging up evidence and 
prosecuting in court and also has the 
co-operation of the departments of Pub- 
lic Welfare and Licenses, the Better 
Business Bureau, the Actors’ Betterment 
Association and other theatrical groups; 
Assistant District Attorney Evelyn Q. 
Gonzalez, in charge of the charity 
frauds bureau, and of Magistrate Jonah 
J. Goldstein. All of them have opened 
their files to Sullivan’s men and offered 
complete co-operation. 


In addition to pressing prosecution 
of gyp benefit promoters, Sullivan is 
considering asking the Board of Alder- 
men to pass an ordinance making viola- 
tion of the proposed Sullivan-Goldstein 
bill a misdemeanor, so that violators of 
the law, when and if passed, would be 
liable to a fine and revocation of their 
license. The proposed bill, now in the 
hands of the president of the Board of 
Aldermen, provides that theaters and 
halls report weekly to the departments 
of Public Welfare and Licenses all bene- 
fit shows booked. 

The most important case being han- 
dled now by Sullivan involves William 
D. Scully, head of the Paramount 
Amusement Company. Scully, along 


with Jacob Hamburger and Ethel Dia- 
mond, was_heard in 54th Street Court 
Friday on charges that he fraudulently 
promoted a benefit for the Holly Club of 
Brooklyn. Eduardo Cornez, who along 
with Benjamin Essrig, was an agent of 
Scully, testified against Scully, the court 
reserving decision on Scully and Miss 
Diamond until June 15. Hamburger was 
dismissed on recommendation of Sul- 
livan. Cornez and Essrig are being held 
for sentence, having been tried the week 
before. 


Scully, Florence Oberfield and Hyman 
Weinstein came up for hearing in the 
Disabled American Veterans of the 
World War case last Wednesday in the 
First District Magistrate’s Court. Scully 
is being held on $1,000 bail and again 
he is being charged with violating Sec- 
tion 196 of the Code of Ordinances. 
Scully is also being investigated by the 
Department of Justice and, in addition, 
is being checked on another benefit show 
he is promoting for a Long Island 
church. 


Hearing on the Retired Officers and 
Firemen’s Benovelent Association case 
was held Friday before Magistrate 
August Dreyer. John Bedsom was found 
guilty on two counts of violating Sec- 
tion 196 and was fined $200 and a 
suspended sentence of 60 days. In addi- 
tion, the organization gave up its 
charter. Herbert Thomas and John 
Glennon will come up for hearing this 
week on the same charges. 


Other organizations being investigated 
and slated to be aired in court are the 
International Sunshine Society, TInc.; 
The Repealers, and the Universal Sun- 
shine Exchange. The International Sun- 
shine Society was conducted by Mrs. 
Theresa LaVine and Mrs. Mary A. Stuart, 
who hired showgirls to solicit public 
contributions. Both are members of the 
Theatrical Democratic League and em- 
ployed Grace LeMarr, recording secre-

NEW YORK, May 20.—Arthur Fisher, 
indie booker, is negotiating to furnish 
stage shows for the revived Alexander 
Pantages Circuit. Indications are that 
he is making considerable progress in 
this direction inasmuch as the deal has 
been under way for several weeks. He is 
currently on the Coast, having arrived 
there Monday. 

Fisher has been conducting his nego- 
tiations very secretly, and it is known 
that for several weeks he kept in touch 
with Pantages by long-distance phone. 
A week ago yesterday he quietly boarded 
a train for the Coast. with only his 
close associates knowing of his trip. 

Ever since Pantages has talked of op- 
erating theaters “4° ain vaude bookers 
have been hot on his trail to get the 
vaude booking job. Up until now, how- 
ever, Pantages has been evidently con- 
centrating more on lining up his houses. 
He is reported to be making headway, 
and is shaping up what will be a fairly 
sizable circuit. 


State-Lake Bldg., Chi, 
Owes $345,000 in Taxes 


CHICAGO, May 20.—The main reason 
the State-Lake Theater has not been 
leased is understood to be the terms 
which the owners of the building are 
demanding from prospective tenants. 
Anybody with $215,000 cash can get the 
theater. Owners owe the city of Chi- 
cago $345,000 in taxes, which, if not 
paid shortly, will put the building in 
receivership under a new law passed by 
the State Legislature which enables the 
city government to gain possession of 
buildings owing taxes and collect rents 
until claim is paid in full.

Magistrate Jonah J. Goldstein, com- 
menting on the drive against benefit 
gyps, said it has produced wonderful 
results and that after remedial legisla- 
tion has been passed it will then be “up 
to the actor,” who in the final analysis 
is “the key to the whole benefit show 
situation.” 


PITTSBURGH, May 20. — Under the 
leadership of George H. Dennison, of 
the local Better Business Bureau, a fight 
is being waged against the flood of 
charity frauds and gyp benefits. This 
phase of racketeering, according to Den- 
nison, has been a prosperous hunting 
ground for the charity fakers. 

It has been learned by the bureau 
that such promoters approach various 
clubs and organizations and offer to pay 
all expenses involved in benefit shows. 
Using the organization’s mame, they 
oversell the house from 6 to 10 times, 
knowing that few persons attend bene- 
fits. A pitta.ce is left for the charity 
cause after the promoters deduct their 
cuts. Many arrésts have been made, 
resulting in restitutions of large sums. 

Appeals for benefit permits are now 
carefully investigated before an okeh is 
given by the bureau. 
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DD to your list of remarkable show- 
men the name of A. B. Marcus, on 
whose head rests easily the crown 
of Tabloid King. This week Abe is 
celebrating his 27th year in the show 
business; 27 years spent in producing 
tabs for typical tab houses and so-called 
units for every kind of a theater from 
opera houses, town halls and audi- 
toriums to vaudefilmers, straight picture 
houses and gaudy de luxers. 

Marcus is 52 years old. He has been 
on the road every day of his career, and 
Mrs. Marcus has been along with him. 
Several seasons ago he introduced tabs 
to major vaudeville. He whacked them 
for a row of vice-presidents. He was 
lambasted by soreheads with axes to 
grind. His shows were called by every 
name in the rappers’ vocabulary. But 
the self-appointed critics failed to take 
into consideration, at least openly, that 
Marcus shows did business. They are 
continuing to do business—plenty of it 
—because this hard-working lad has an 
organization that was made to order for 
the depression. Marcus believes there 
is a wonderful opportunity for tabs to- 
day. He places the blame for the de- 
cline of the tab field on the shoulders

Railway company went on the air the 
past week, offering a round-trip ticket, 
entitling the holder to a pass to the 
Fox to see Pearce and his Gang and 
free transportation to the county play- 
ground to see the Pomona Annual Horse 
Show, all for $1.50. 

Train left here at noon yesterday and 
returned at 8, with about 2,000 taking 
the ride. On the train Pearce planted a 
member of his Gang in each car and 
kept the bunch entertained and in hi- 
larious mood. 

This is probably the first instance in 
the country where a radio name can ap- 
proach a theater head and offer to bring 
along 2,000 paying customers if the 
theater books his act for a certain fig- 
ure. Success of the first effort has all 
the larger outlying theaters ready to of- 
fer Pearce the same proposition.

Equit 

NEW YORK, May 20.—The matrimo- 

Nial squabbles of Mr. and Mrs. A. C. 
Blumenthal (she’s Peggy Fears to you) 
threatened to have international com- 
Plications this week, besides leaving 
Dorothy Hall stranded far from the 
old home town. Before the Blumenthal 
menage was disrupted Miss Fears, with 
her husband’s backing, tried out a play 
then known as Champagne Supper, with 
Miss Hall in the lead. It flopped in 
Philly, but Miss Fears, undaunted, 
thought that London might be another 
good try-out spot. It wasn’t. The play, 
with its title changed to The Day I For- 
got and Miss Hall still in the chief role, 
lasted just three performances. 

Before the London jaunt, however, the 
Blumenthals had disagreed, and A. C. 
sent a letter to Equity disclaiming all 
responsibility for his wife’s future pro- 
duction activities. The cast therefore 
signed new contracts, which waived some 
of the vwusual rights, including bond, 
but which provided that the show would 
definitely open in England, that they 
would be paid a “living wage” during 
the rehearsal period and that their fares 
to London and back would be provided. 

Miss Fears neglected the last item. 
The show folded Saturday, and on Mon- 
day Miss Hall, unwilling to swim the 
Atlantic, cabled Equity for the fare 
home. Equity considered the case, but 
the opinion of the legal department was 
that the association “had no right to 
expend its money” in bringing players 
back from England, which is outside 
Equity's jurisdiction. In its official rul- 
ing, however, it strongly suggested that 
Miss Fears should first get the players 
home and then begin to worry as to

who is financially responsible. Once 
the players are back from England 
Equity can take steps in the matter. 

Blumenthal is meanwhile protected by 
his disclaimer, which was sent to Equity 
March 30. In spite of the contracts 
Miss Fears is disinclined to assume re- 
sponsibility. She says that at present 
she is financially unable to pay fares 
anyhow and suggests that Equity should 
protect its own members. 

The situation is at a standstill at pres- 
ent, with Equity unable to take funds 
for transportation, and Miss Fears 
claiming that she hasn’t got them. A 
current rumor that Blumenthal might 
come thru in order to help Miss Hall 
home, but without assuming responsi- 
bility, could not be confirmed today.

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Salary-Cuiting Pool Headed 
For Longer Life Than Sept. 1 


Pool member says it was no cut but new salary scale— 
new rulings made to prevent possible withdrawals— 


more or less a clearing 


house for vaude problems 


NEW YORK, May 20.—The major-circuit pool on the salary cutting of acts is 
headed for a much longer life than September 1, the date when the cuts were to 
be lifted. This came directly from an important member of the pool yesterday, 
who stated that it was never anything like a temporary cutting plan and was 


simply a method of setting new salaries for acts. 


Besides, the pool this week 


made new rulings which meke for a better working arrangement among the mem- 
bers and insures the continuance of them all. The pool is not only concerned 


wth acts’ salaries, but is more or less 
of a clearing house for all vaude prob- 
lems. 


The statement made yesterday con- 
cerning the pool bears out the report 
that salaries would not be restored to 
their former standard on September 1. 
When the pool was formed the circuits 
said the acts could have a choice of a 50 
per cent cut for an eight-week period 
or a 25 per cent cut until September 1. 
The latter was chosen, but in setting 
the salaries the pool made the cut 
elastic, affixing salaries with trimmings 
under 25 per cent and close to 50 per 
cent. 

The New rules made by the pool in- 
clude one stating that one vote does not 
discard a motion; instead, the votes will 
now be determined by a majority polling. 
In addition, it is also reported that the 
circuits can act as they see fit in cases 
of emergency where they need an act 
and have not enough time to consult the 
pool. Ever since the pcol was started 
there have ocen 1eports of withdrawals, 
particularly involving RKO, which was 
reported to be extremely dissatisfied 
with the workings of the group. 

A matter that has been before the 
committee is the percentage shows Nate 
Blumberg has been using on the Or- 
pheum Circuit. It is said that he has 
teen given a free hand in this matter 
and is continuig these shows. How- 
ever, the report is that the committee 
has asked him to keep the percentage 
shows out of Chicago and Kansas City 
unless he consults the members. Blum- 
berg is continuing to negotiate for these 
shows and hzs lined up a condensed 
version of Billy Rose’s Crazy Quilt and 
@ mew A. B. Marcus unit. 

The Blumberg angle gets the pool 
away from what was thought to be its 
purpose of getting salary cuts from acts. 
Agents and performers have been re- 
marking that the circuits promised in- 
creased vaude if the cuts were acceded 
to, yet there has been no noticeable in- 
crease. Besides, it is pointed out that a 
theater will resort to vaude only when 
it has to. From present indications 
many of them will be doing so anyhow 
now that picture product is becoming 
so scarce. 


Burns and Allen’s New Contract 


NEW YORK, May 20. — George N. 
Burns and Gracie Allen’s current con- 
tract with Paramount, which was to run 
the balance of this year, was destroyed 
and a new contract for three years was 
signed. The new agreement excludes all 
provisions for theater engagements, and 
guarantees two pictures a year with an 
option for a third. 


Heidt to Coast Again 


NEW YORK, May 20.—vorace Heidt 
will leave the Albee, Brooklyn, June 2, 
and the house returns to its regular 
vaude shows. He was to have been 
there four weeks, but will have played 
only three. He opens for RKO June 17 
in Los Angeles. The band was slated 
to follow the Albee date with Boston. 


Fisher Gets Bayshore 


NEW YORK, May 20.—The Bayshore 
Theater, Bayshore, L. I., will use vaude 
again starting May 27 as a four-day 
stand.

Whiteman shows sponsored by the Wil- 
liam Morris Agency. The report is that 
pressure was brought to bear by the 
Loew Circuit against Lyons & Lyons’ 
plan. The agency denied this and said 
that suitable arrangements couki not be 
made. It is reported that other agencies 
had similar plans in mind, but could 
not go thru with them. 


The show that Lyons & Lyons had in 
mind was to comprise such “names” as 
Phil Baker and Frances Williams, in ad- 
dition to others on the agency’s list. 
Loew, so the report says, informed the 
agency that if it put out such a show 
it would not be privileged to do busi- 
ness on the Loew floor, inasmuch as the 
show would be in opposition to some 
of the circuit houses. 

It is understood that in this connec- 
tion Lyons & Lyons asked why the priv- 
ilege should be allowed to the William 
Morris Agency. The answer is reported 
to be that the Morris office for many 
years has been identified with road at- 
tractions, dating back to the early tours 
of Harry Lauder and Annette Kellerman. 

Also another angle crops up in the 
report that Loew may be opposed to 


Lyons & Lyons having a hand in put- 
ting on the straight vaude shows for the 
Shuberts at the Winter Garden, now 
contemplated. If the Winter Garden 
goes into a “flesh” policy it would be 
opposition to Loew’s Capitol.

Neither has it made 
any extensive savings in the home office 
as planned, except for a few two-week 
notices handed out to minor employees. 
However, the real work of the commit- 
tee will start early next week, when a 
Series of meetings will get under way. 
The delay in meeting has been the re- 
sult of Paul Shucker, of the bankers, 
being out of town and Herschel Stuart’s 
entire time being spent on necessary 
circuit operations. 


However, as reported last week, the 
committee will work on the vaudeville 
department as one of its first problems. 
The feeling is that the department is 
fast slipping and needs some reorgani- 
zation to get new life. The information 
that the committee has is that many 
of the circuit’s managers ‘have no con- 
fidence in the department’s ability to 
provide suitable stage shows. Another 
rub this week was the report delivered 
before the cabinet that one of the rea- 
sons why the straight vaude policy for 
the RKO Roxy did not materialize was 
the inability to secure a suitable show. 
Those who actively had a hand in try- 
ing to get up a show were S. L. (Roxy) 
Rothafel, Arthur Willi and Harold Kemp. 

Martin Beck, who heads the vaude 
branch, this week started to speak en- 
thusiastically about the chances of 
vaude again. He said he felt certain 
that vaude would make a strong come- 
back, and to this effect would be helped 
immeasurably by beer gardens. How- 
ever, he stated that there would be no 
chance of developing acts for vaude un- 
less there was the return of the small- 
time route. He ‘had no solutions to 
offer, and when asked why some of tne 
former vaude houses don’t come back 
he remarked they are better off with 
straight pictures. 


The department most hit in the drive 
for further savings by the committee is 
the accounting division. Several no- 
tices to ‘help were given there. The 
drive will become more intense when the 
committee starts its meetings next weck. 
In the Radio City theaters more econ- 
omy is being planned. The Music Hall’s 
expenses have increased again. and the 
Rockefeller representatives demanded 
yesterday that a report be submitted 
and suggestions offered for further re- 
ductions in that theater. 


NVA Drive Figures 
Probably 40” Under 


NEW YORK, May 22.—Altho the NVA 
annual drive ended a month ago, the 
NVA Fund officers say the sum collected 
has not yet been computed. William J. 
Lee, vice-president of the Fund, said, 
however. that he believed the drive 
would net about 60 per cent of last 
year’s figure and that this would prob- 
ably be enough to make further fund 
raising unnecessary. The NVA claims it 
needs $250,000 to run another year. 

Lee said the NVA Fund had a deficit 
before it ran its drive last year, but 
that this year the Fund had a small 
surplus. If the money from the drive 
is not enough it is probable that the 
NVA will stage benefit shows in fall. 

The NVA received a check for $68.34 
from the Circus Saints and Sinners Club, 
being 10 per cent of the gross of its 
recent benefit.

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RKO Roxy to 
Straight Pix

Starts May 27—day-and- 
date with circuit—named 
Radio Theater—flesh cold 


NEW YORK, May 20. — The RKO 
Roxy's straight vaude policy, which was 
to start May 29, was suddenly thrown 
to the winds early this week, and yes- 
terday the circuit’s executive cabinet 
decided on a new policy which will def- 
initely start next Saturday. The house 
will use straight pictures, playing day 
and date with the circuit and changing 
twice a week (Saturdays and Wednes- 
days). W.th the new policy the name 
of the theater will be changed to the 
Radio Theater and Fred Cruise will 
come in as the new manager. 

Under the new policy of playing day 
end date with the circuit, the smaller 
Radio City house will use pictures out 
of the Music Hall while the neighboring 
Palace will play product a week ahead 
of the circuit. The prices will be 25 
cents for the early shows, 35 cents aft- 
ernoons and 40 cents at night. Mez- 
ganine seats, where smoking is permit- 
ted. will probably sell at 75 cents. Fred 
Cruise, formerly manager of the Mayfair 
and Palace, replaces Kirk McGee as 
manager. The latter is unassigned. 

With the house changing its name to 
the Radio Theater it appears likely that 
RKO intends to forget about appealing 
the court decision made early this week 
that the original Roxy has prior right to 
the use of the name and that the Radio 
City house is prohibited from using it. 
Under the decision S. L. (Roxy) Rotha- 
fel is entitled to 10 per cent of the net 
receipts of the original Roxy Theater 
until January 29, 1936, when a contract 
under which he formerly managed that 
house will expire. 

Under the new RKO Roxy policy the 
nut per week will be $7,000, or $9,550 
including fixed charges. This does not 
include the rental of $6,000 a week 
which is not taxed to the house during 
the summer. The current policy has 
been averaging a loss weekly of from 
$10,000 to $12,000. Altho thé nut is 
down so low the general opinion is that 
the new policy will have a short life, 
inasmuch as it is in opposition to 
neighborhood houses and gets pictures 
after the Music Hall and Palace. If it

fails to click in a few weeks’ time, the 
house will probably go dark for the bal- 
ance of the summer. 

The straight vaude idea for the house 
went up in smoke after Roxy’s plan was 
definitely assured. It progressed to the 
extent of Irene Dunne being booked to 
headline the opening show. The prin- 
cipal reason for the downfall of the plan 
was the fact that Roxy, Harold Kemp 
and Arthur Willi could not get a suita- 
ble show together. It was scheduled to 
be 12 acts at a $16,000 budget. Besides, 
several RKO execs protested strongly 
against this policy, remarking that it 
was headed for certain doom. They 
contended that it was foolhardy to try 
it during the summer, and that there 
were not sufficient attractions around 
to make up such,a show every week.

Ten Moss-GTC Closings 


LONDON, May 10.—Vaudeville gets a 
temporary setback here by the decision 
of the Moss Empires-General Theaters 
Corporation Combine to close 10 of its 
theaters during the summer months. 
The Gateshead, South Shields and West 
Hartlepool Empires, and the Theaters 
Royal, Sunderland, and the Royal, South 
Shields, all close May 6, while the 
Grand, Birmingham, went dark May 13, 
and the Hippodrome, Newcastle, closes 
its doors May 27. All houses used vaude- 
ville acts. The Empire, Cardiff, closes 
down June 10; the Hippodrome and Em- 
pire theaters, Leeds, close June 10, and 
the Empire, Southampton, goes over to 
pictures May 29.

(First Show) 

The Palace isn’t doing too well this 
week in either show or attendance. A 
booking melange with too much danc- 
ing and too many imitations of celebs 
drags a routine course on the stage— 
lifted only by the efforts of Clifford 
and Marion and Lowe, Bernoff and 
Wensley—and the attendance was way 
off. Just a scattered handful at the 
start of the first show today, with less 
than half a house at the end. 


This is in spite of the valiant efforts 
of Manager Harry Weiss. There must 
be an explanation for ‘his allowing 
music and curtain cues to go screwy 
thruout the show, which showed a 
definite lack of sufficient rehearsal all 
the way. And there must be a good 
reason for his leaving Ralph Cooper’s 
name on the billing as late as 3 o’clock 
Saturday when the act pulled out of 
the show Friday afternoon. Perhaps 
there hasn’t been time to do anything 
about it, but it’s unfortunate that 
Cooper should be so prominent on the 
houseboards when customers entering 
the house fail to see him on the stage. 


The layout, after a nice overture by 
Charley Stein and ‘his pit boys, starts 
with Loyal’s Stallions, a pleasant dog 
act that has the pooches going thru the 
routine antics of bowwows on the stage. 

Jerome Mann follows with his series 
cf impersonations. Aided by an accom- 
panist and talking thru the mike almost 
all the way, he ‘held the stage too long 
and with too little variety. His Pat 
Rooney dance imitation got him off 
nicely. 

Lowe, Bernoff and Wensley are in 
center spot with their hilarious and dif- 
ficult comedy adagio, with the comedy 
very cleverly worked in after an ex- 
cellent straight start. The few cus- 
tomers in attendance went for them 
hard, giving them a grand and deserved 
sendoff. 

Clifford and Marion, always depend- 
able, are in next-to-shut, dishing out 
their comedy for all it’s worth and 
keeping the customers happy. Miss 
Marion is still one of the swellest come- 
diennes in the business and Clifford is 
still an excellent straight. 

Sammy Krevoff’s Revue closes, with 
Krevoff and four gals doing a series of 
dances after a weak singing start. 
Krevoff performs with pep and energy, 
but the work of the four lasses was 
often ragged. The proscenium curtain 
stayed open for a while after the act 
was thru and nobody seemed quite sure 
whether or not the show was over.

The vaude will have to be depended up- 
on considerably, as the picture, 42nd 
Street, recently ran several weeks at the 
near-by Strand at pop prices. At this 
show business was good, but the audi- 
ence was not so responsive to the vaude, 
none of the acts being able to draw 
an encore call. 

Paul Remos and Midgets followed a 
pleasant short overture by Ruby Zwer- 
ling’s pit men. Remos puts three midg- 
ets thru the paces and easily keeps 
things interesting. Two of the little 
fellows show up big in novelty acro- 
batics, while the third assists at props. 
A nice novelty turn. - 

Janette Hackett and Don Carthay, 
with Stanley Simonds, offered a singing 
and dancing turn that has class and is 
distinctly different. The conception, 
costumes and staging are all worthy, and 
the talent is not overlooked.

Art Frank is still doing his Cld Man 
Whoopee characterization, getting chuck- 
les out of his Old-man cracks and win- 
ning favor with his smooth and nimble 
tapping.

A 
strong act, except that it’s been seen 
around too often. 

Lillian Shade brings with her a Vani- 
ties tag, a quartet of songs and her 
trick mannerisms. She sang Hey, Young 
Feller; Low Down Upon the Harlem 
River, Stormy Weather and The Robert 
E. Lee, displaying an effective voice, but 
spoiling it somewhat by forcing an over- 
bubbling pep. 

William Demarest, who played the 
Paramount only a few weeks ago, is here 
with Hope Vernon, a few plants and a 
lot of aging material. Miss Vernon does 
clever violin-voice bit and also straight 
for Demarest, while the plants plant 
their gags and Demarest squeezes out 
good results. Demarest is a good come- 
dian, but should freshen up his ma- 
terial. 

Norman Thomas Sextet, formerly a 
quintet, closed the show with its usual 
slam-bang hotcha music, singing and 
dancing.

The Four Queens opened the show.

A fast and furious 
finale sent them off to a good hand. 

Keller Sisters and Frank Lynch har- 
monized on several tunes, beginning 
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with Dcn’t Tell We’re in Love. A med- 
ley containing I’m Playing With Fire, 
Hcw Much Do I Love You?, Say It Isn’t 
So and Cabin in the Cotton followed, 
and then two hillbilly tunes, My Pretty 
Quodroon and Seven Years With the 
Same Woman, wound up the act. Nice 
hand at exit. The dance formerly done 
by one of the girls has been eliminated, 
and a much smoother routine is the re- 
sult with the trio sticking to singing. 

James Barton first told a story in 
Milt Gross dialect, following with a song, 
Shake Hands With a Millionaire, in 
which a dramatic recitation was in- 
cluded. Some more stories and then 
Barton did his well-known “drunk” 
story in Irish dialect. Story gets fun- 
nier as it goes along and had them 
laughing heartily. Barton contributed 
an excellent brand of ‘tap dancing to 
tune of 42nd Street that showed him 
to be a master of control in this kind 
of work. Took several bows and got a 
big hand. 

Stuart and Lash dished out a few 
minutes of unrefined insanity and broad 
hokum, spiced with several gags of indi- 
go character. Line in act when Lash 
says the stuff is silly, but it’s better 
than hanging around in a poolroom 
about covers it all. Some of the material 
came from the poolroom, but the audi- 
ence loved it. The parody by Lash was 
funny, and their rendition of Dinah re- 
warded them with a big hand and sev- 
eral bows.

Radio City Music Hall, N. Y. 


(Reviewed Thursday Afternoon, May 18) 
There’s little that’s stirring in the 
current Music Hall show, Tom Howard 
and his Holdup skit furnishing the only 
sign of life. The place was crowded, 
with the picture, Adorable (Fox), hav- 
ing a definite draw. It not only stars 
Janet Gaynor, but features Henry Garat, 
the new Parisian importation. The gals 
are all bound to be on hand on the 
chance of finding a new Chevalier. 

The overture this week is made up of 
excerpts from Samson and Delilah, some 
of them sung from the stage. In the 
first scene the singing chorus is ar- 
Tanged in a sort of pyramid effect, 
togged out in colorful costumes and 
headdresses. The second features De- 
lilah’s couch before a lovely and simple 
ted and gold drop, while Edwina Eustis 
Sings My Heart at Thy Sweet Voice to 
Roy Jarman. The last is the temple 
Scene—really quite a scene, towering up 
to the Music Hall flies—in which the 
ballet corps scampers around with plat- 
ters of mixed fruits, pretending to be 
corybants. They also bang a bit on 
cymbals and then are joined by the 
male group, which drags Patricia Bow- 
man out from somewhere under the 
throne. Miss Bowman does a bit of 
corybanting herself, there is some shim- 
mying by the lasses and then the sing- 
ing chorus is driven on stage by a 
Biblical Simon Legree in a tall and 
funny hat. At the end, of course, Sam- 
Son appears between the pillars and 
topples them down. It’s all quite 
effective, with steam coming up from 
the floor and all, ‘but one wonders 
whether it was worth the obvious 
expense. 

After the newsreel the ork car ascends 
to the stage, and behind a _ second 
proscenium the ballet kids go thru a 
Piece called Dresden China. They pre- 
tend to be cups—but not convincingly 
enough for anyone to pour coffee into 
them. The section ends with an adagio 
from Kay, Katya and Kay, who have 
been pretending that they were part of 
& meat platter or something. It’s very 
like a former number called Wedgwood. 
All that’s needed now are pieces tagged 
Delf ana crmoges and the Music Hall 
china shop will be complete. 

Tom Howard follows with The Holaup 
and the show’s only real amusement. 


He works from the again-raised ork pit, 
this getting a bit of intimacy otherwise 
impossible here. He uses two men and 
a girl and gags a bit with one of them 
on the apron after his set disappears in 
the Music Hall’s nether regions. 

Finally comes Harold Arlen on 4 
raised platform with the band—which 
is again in its right place—playing 
some of his ‘hit tunes. The feature tis 
Stormy Weather. Von Grona and the 
gals do an effective hotcha number in 
an attic set, and then the curtains part 
on cock-eyed steps and lamp-posts 
(they’ve been used before here), with 
flashes of neon lightning spurting 
hither and yon. The Roxyettes, in red 
waterproofing, do one of their usual 
routines, the singing chorus emerges on 
the ramps, the lightning flashes fiercely 
and water—real water—deluges the 
Music Hall stage. Fittingly enough, the 
production ends up all wet.

The house has extended itself this 
week in the matter of its stage show, 
providing a layout that really shapes up 
like a legit production and is plentiful 
in talent. May not contain any box-

the approval of the customers. The 
picture, The Girl in 419, will have to 
do the drawing, which at this first show 
opening day wasn’t so forte. 


The “flesh” program is truly a beau- 
tifully executed job.

ending May 10 the figure dropped to 
$10,000 because of a weak picture, The 
Mind Reader, but at this gross the house 
still shows a neat profit. The result 
of flesh at the Downtown has led War- 
ners to install vaudeville at their thea- 
ters in Hollywood, Fresno and Santa Bar- 
bara, where six-act shows are playing 
weekly, booked by the Levey office. 

Fanchon & Marco, carrying on at the 
Paramount with a heavy campaign plug- 
ging “There is no substitute for living 
entertainment,” have been running 
along with steady profits weekly. For 
the week ending April 19 the 3,500-seat 
house at 40-cent top grossed $16,500, 
which means about $6,000 profit under 
the present operating schedule. Week 
ending April 26, with the same feature, 
Bedtime Story, on the screen for a sec- 
ond week, showed $13,000 at the b. o. 
May 3 ended with $12,500 and May 10, 
with a weak picture, Strictly Personal, 
but Al Pearce and his radio broadcast 
from the stage each night at the supper 
show, boosted the take to a good $14.000, 
which shows a net operating profit of 
close to $15,000 for F&M for the four 
weeks. 

The picture houses, Warner’s Holly- 
wood, Fox-West Coast’s, Loew’s State 
and the RKO Hillstreet, have been run- 
ning along at an unsteady pace during 
the four weeks. During this period the 
Hollywcod dipped into the red two 
weeks, barely ‘hit the line one week and 
with the first week of vaudeville ending 
May 10 the gross jumped from $6,000 
the week before to a good $10,500 on a 
vaudeville investment of $1,500 per week. 

Loew’s State, with Morton Downey on 
the stage and a weak picture, Pleasure 
Cruise, took a heavy nosedive for the 
week ending April 19, when the house 
grossed $9,000, five grand of which went 
to Downey for a few solos daily. How- 
ever, the following three weeks the take 
improved and two weeks showed a good 
profit, while the week ending May 10 
ended just so-so. 

RKO’s Hillstreet is the headache of 
the burg. running along with straight 
pictures where vaudeville was the main 
dish for years. Consequently the circuit 
is losing plenty on this house. Where 
the grosses used to hit $15,000 to $20,- 
000 per week with four acts of vaude- 
ville, the theater with straight pictures 
now counts out an average weekly gross 
of $4,500 during the past four weeks. 
Fanchon & Marco last week, at RKO’'s 
request, submitted a plan for six acts 
to go into the house on a $2,900 per 
week budget, but no official okeh has 
been received as yet. 
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“Berlin Alexanderplatz” 
(ALLIANZ) 


Vanderbilt 


Time—79 minutes, = 
Release Date—May 10. 


A distinctly inferior German product. 
The yarn is sheer melodrama, nothing 
above the average turned out by Holly- 
wood, and the acting, strangely enough, 
is mere routine and sometimes less than 
that. The story includes the usual char- 
acter study that the Germans seem to 
have a constant yen for, but Heinrich 
George, who carries the part, is no Emil 
Jannings. 

The tale is of a Berlin pitchman on 
the Alexanderplatz who has murdered 
his sweetheart and has just been re- 
leased from jail. He tries to go straight, 
but falls in with a lass named Cilly—a 
fitting enough title—who is bait for a 
gang of thieves. Bieberkopf, the pitch- 
man, is decoyed by the gang’s leader 
and then thrown out of a fleeing car, 
the reason being buried somewhere in 
the Teutonic mind. He gets a fractured 
skull and one arm has to be amputated. 
Thereafter he tries to go straight again 
and meets a pretty little lass called 
Mieze. Again he falls in with the gang, 
quarrels with Mieze and leaves her alone; 
the bad, bad leader decoys her into the 
woods and when she refuses to do his 
bidding kills her. He and Bieberkopf 
are both put on trial, Bieberkopf is 
acquitted, and the leader is given 15 
years. There seems to be no death 
penalty for murdering a sweetheart in 
Berlin. In the end Cilly and Bieberkopf 
get together and he becomes a pitchman 
once again. 

There’s no one exceptional in the cast 
except perhaps Margarete Schlegel, who 
plays._Mieze. She’s a very lovely lass.

“Forgotten Men” 
(PUBLIC WELFARE) 
Rialto 
Time—80 minutes. 
Release Date—May 12. 


The appeal of this one will be more 
or less restricted to male adults, but 
despite this it should make money if 
exploited heavily. It may meet with 
censorship trouble, but once past that 
the many exploitation angles will make 
it worth playing. 

The film is a spectacle of the World 
War, showing official shots “from the 
archives of the world’s 14 warring na- 
tions.” It starts off with a scene in a 
soldier veterans’ club, an elderly man be- 
ginning to reminisce about the war and 
saying that the “forgotten men” are the 
veterans. The war shots are then 
worked in, the veteran’s discussion be- 
ing heard in clarification of what’s go- 
ing on. The shcts of the battlefields 
and the fighting and the air and sea 
battles are all exciting and at times 
Sensational. The shots are pieced to- 
gether to give good continuity and a 
comprehensive idea of the history of the 
war. Sound effects, the running com- 
Ment of the veteran and the occasional 
use of color heighten the effectiveness. 

The film avoids taking sides too much 
and allows German, French, English, 
Italian and American veterans to tell of 
their experiences. On the other hand 
the American veteran and the bonus 
demands are dragged in when scenes of 
the Bonus Army’s rout in Washington 
are shown. To balance the propaganda 
for better treatment of ex-soldiers here, 
shots of President Roosevelt are flashed, 
and the film ends in a patriotic flurry.

Time—75 minutes. 
Release Date—April 29. 


The chief assets of I Cover the Water- 
front, the picture based on Max Miller’s 
best seller of the same name, are the 
presence of Claudette Colbert and the 
interest in the slightly novel back- 
ground that combines newspaper angles 
With seaport stuff. The popularity of 
the book from which it was taken 
shouldn't do it any harm either. 

The ship news reporter is known in 
the flicker as Joseph Miller. He’s on 
the trail of Cap Eli Kirk, suspected of 
Smuggling Chinese into the sacred ter- 
titory of the white American, and he 
follows the cap by the simple expedient 
of making love to the old man’s daugh- 
ter, Julie, whom Miller has met when 
he covered a story on her nude bathing 
exploits at a forsaken beach. She falls 
for him, and tho he shows signs of 
Weakening ‘he’s a Newspaper Man (caps, 
please) and the story must be had. So, 
acting on info supplied by Julie, he

nabs the cap as the latter lands a catch 
of sharks with a Chinese stuffing. 
Julie’s little heart is broken, pop is shot 
and Miller follows the old man to his 
hideaway. There pop shoots him in 
turn, but when he finds that the news- 
hound is Julie’s one and only he gives 
his own life to save that of the lad. 
And Julie goes to live with her love, 
with holy matrimony supposedly in the 
offing. 

The terrifically soppy ending makes 
it all seem weak, and what is potentially 
a rattling good yarn never does manage 
to rattle quite enough anyhow. Miss 
Colbert does typically appealing work as 
Julie, but Ben Lyon lets the reporter 
down badly, managing to get neither 
belief nor effect. . Ernest Torrence plays 
his last part as Eli Kirk. The death of 
this grandest of film character men was 
brought home all the more by the 
splendid portrayal in this final picture. 
Torrence was at the height of his pow- 
ers when he died; the picture industry 
and all picturegoers will sorely miss 
him.

“Soldiers of the Storm” 
(COLUMBIA) 
Mayfair 


Time—69 minutes. 
Release Date—April 4. 


Soldiers of the Storm pretends to be 
nothing more than one of the old- 
fashioned, swash-buckling, two-fisted 
mellers, and taking it on its own terms 
it’s good enough. It’s built on ‘the 
formula that was popular about 15 
years ago, and has about the same ap- 
peal possessed by films of the just-after- 
prohibition era. There are the nefarious 
plots, the trite love story, the hard-hit- 
ting and misunderstood hero, the big 
fight scene and the chase at the end. 

This time it’s about a member of the 
border patrol, those air devils who have, 
according to the blurbs, taken the place 
of the Texas Rangers. Brad Allerton 
is out to suppress a smuggling plot, and 
becomes @ man of mystery, making 
deals with the badmen in his effort to 
(hurrah! hurrah!) Get His Man. A 
prominent business man implicated in 
the plot has a daughter, a sweet young 
thing made too sweet for words—even 
naughty words—by Anita Page. Of 
course, they fall in love, and in the 
end, when papa is shot as he goes noble 
and calls the police, they marry. Papa’s 
reputation, of course, is kept spotless. 

Regis Toomey does what he can with 
the hero. 

Anyhow, the kids should like it.

“Drei Tage Mittelarrest” 
(TOBIS) 
Vanderbilt 


Time—79 minutes. 
Release Date—May 17. 

The story goes that Drei Tage Mit- 
telarrest (Three Days in the Guardhouse 
to you) has been repeatedly banned by 
the New York censor boards. That may 
very easily be, but in any case it is re- 
leased now with a descriptive prolog in 
English but no English subtitling. The 
lack of adequate Anglicizing should 
work against it—but it would have been 
hard to keep the spirit of the original 
in translation and still expect to get 
by the censor boards. y 

The piece is a military comedy about 
garrison life, and it’s extremely and 
hilariously funny if you don’t mind re- 
nouncing your convictions about the 
stork. The situations are broadly up- 
roarious in themselves, and the dialog 
consistently adds to the fun. It’s not 
very subtle dialog, but it brings the 
laughs from those customers who can 
understand it. 

When the garrison moved into Flo- 
winkel the ladies welcomed it with open 
arms. Some of them, in fact, including 
the burgomaster’s housemaid, did even 
more—and, being a naive lass, she for- 
got to close her window to keep out the 
stork. When she returns to the burgo- 
master after her “vacation” he finds out 
what’s occurred and rages against the 
military, demanding to know the father. 
And then a game of “Father, father, 
who's got the father?” ensues. Auguste, 
the housemaid, goes down the regi- 
mental line as the men are drawn up in 
dress parade trying to pick the culprit. 
But the culprit, a merry dog named 
Plettke, has got himself three days in 
the guardhouse as a means of avoiding 
Auguste’s prying eyes. In the end the 
squabbles between the townspeople and 
the military are ironed out, with 
Auguste recognizing Plettke but naming 


instead his pal, Nowotni, a simple 
swain who loves her, wants to marry 
her and has offered to shut all the 
windows. 

That’s not the ‘half of it. If you have 
customers possessed of broad minds and 
a knowledge of German this one ought

Time—60 minutes. 


Story of the pearl divers of Malaysia, 
containing a couple of sensational 
scenes and, as a whole, being a con- 
sistently entertaining picture. It is not 
strong enough for special runs, but it 
Should fit the program spot snugly. 
Clever and aggressive exploitation, how- 
ever, might lift it out of the program 
class, as it did with Goona Goona. 

To keep the film out of the travelog 
class a story was woven in and it sus- 
tains interest nicely. The hero, whose 
Physique should appeal to the ladies, 
goes on a pearl-diving expedition, ac- 
companied by his young brother and his 
love, daughter of the tribal chieftain. 
They anchor in dangerous waters, the 
hero and heroine are stranded on & 
cannibal island, but later escape back 
to the boat. The kid brother is killed 
by a shark and the hero later returns to 
kill the shark, in accordance with tribal 
tradition.

His hospital has the 
niftiest nurses a patient could ever gaze 
at, but he soon ditches them when @ 
beautiful patient is brought In uncon- 
scious as a result of a terrific beating. 
So smitten is he that he stands by ‘her 
for days and nights and finally pulls 
her thru. However, he’s got a tough 
struggle ahead of him to protect her.

The press sheet for Adorable, Fox's 
new starring feature for Janet Gaynor, 
remarks, “Why should we tell you every- 
thing.

And you know 
that when a boy and a girl are deeply 
in love they can bend the world to their 
desires!” Tihere is no reason in the 
world for the press sheet to tell every- 
thing. In fact, when it says as much 
as it does say, it says about all that it 
can. 

Aside from the fact that it’s laid in 
a Graustarkian background, Adorable 
offers very little more than a boy and 
a girl in love—a boy and a girl in love, 
Janet Gaynor gone slightly sophisticated 
(ever so slightly), and Henry Garat, 
Paris’ new thrill. 

In spite of the secrecy of the press 
sheet, it won’t do mucn harm to say 
that Miss Gaynor is a princess who, in- 
cognito, meets and loves a young man.

RCA Elects Baker to Board; 
Peculiar Move for the NAB 


Recently hired as special counsel for broadcasters it is 
now a question whether independent radio men would 
want him to continue in that capacity 


NEW YORK, May 20.—At the regular meeting of the board of Radio Corpora- 
tion of America yesterday, Newton D. Baker was elected a director of RCA to fill 
the vacancy created by the resignation of Owen D. Young and will remain a 
director until the term ending May, 1936. This announcement by David Sarnoff, 
president of RCA, dropped like a ton of TNT on the National Association of Broad- 
casters, not to mention the American Society of Composers, Authors and Pub- 


lishers and the community at large. 
perhaps the networks, pulled the coup 
d’etat of the controversy so far between 
the independent broadcasters and ASCAP 
in regard to the fight for lower fees for 
the use of copysighted music. It is only 
a few weeks ago that NAB hired Baker 
as its special counsel to fight ASCAP 
in every way possible in effort to obtain 
a more satisfactory contract for the use 
by broadcasters of the ASCAP catalog. 
RCA, which controls National Broadcast- 
ing Company, would naturally seem to 
be in favor of NAB and the broadcasters’ 
interests; on the other hand there is 
Oswald F. Schuette in charge of copy- 
right matters for the NAB and he is 
the man who busted the _ so-called 
Patents Poo! controlled by RCA. And 
still again, it was NBC influence that 
helped Schuette into the present NAB 
job. 


Baker, who was Secretary of War dur- 
ing the Wilson administration, is a 
member of the Cleveland law firm of 
Baker, Hostctler, Sidlo & Patterson. It 
is not known as yet whether his law 
firm will continue to handle the matter 
for NAB or whether he alone was wanted 
for the job. Baker may have had the 
RCA appointment under consideration 
before he took the NAB retainer, or, he 
may have suddenly decided to resign 
after looking over the NAB-ASCAP situa- 
tion. He is also on the directorate cf the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, 
the Cleveland Trust Company, the 
Carnegie Corporation, the Lake Car- 
riers’ Corporation and the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company of New York. 


Alfred J. McCosker, head of WOR and 
president of NAB, left for Washington 
today upon receipt of the news that 
Baker had joined the RCA board of di- 
rectors. It is taken for granted that he 
hurried to confer with other NAB of- 
ficilals and plan a course of action. 
Whether new counsel will be selected or 
whether Baker will now be in the role 
of arbitrator is still to be decided. Of- 
ficials of NAB were unable today to in- 
form The Billboard’s Washington cor- 
respondent in any authoritative manner. 
Following a confetence planned for late 
today, a statement is expected to be 
given out. At the time Baker was being 
elected to the board of RCA he was in 
Amherst, Mass., addressing the under- 
graduate body of Amherst College, whom 
he told that he did not believe in a 
“dictator.”

Coast oil companies will pay more than 
$7,000 per week thruout the coming 
summer for radio time over Coast sta- 
tions, a survey completed this week 
reveals. The oil companies have always 
been heavy spenders for Coast station 
time and their strict adherence to radio 
broadcasting is saving many a _ broad- 
caster a headache in view of the coming 
summer slump in commercials. Already 
a majority of the Coast stations are be- 
ginning to feel the effect of summer 
and NEC Coast stations have been re- 
ceiving two cancellations to each re- 
newal per week for the last month and 
a half. 

Heading the list of heavy air-time 
spenders is the Richfield Oil Company, 
which is now in its third year of spon- 
soring a daily 15-minute news period 
over six Coast NBC stations nightly at 
a total weekly cost of $2,626.85 for air 
time. Union Oil Company, thru its 
sponsorship of the summer series of 
Symphonies Under the Stars at the 
Hollyv‘ood Bowl, will contribute $1,350 
per week from July 4 to August 22 to 
have the series etherized over the 12 
Columbia-Don Lee stations on the 
Coast. In addition, the oil firm must 
pay the Bowl association $1,000 per 
concert for the broadcasting rights. 


Standard Oil is the next in line, pay- 
ing $1,200 per week for time over five 
NBC stations to air its Standard Sym- 
phony Hour on Thursday nights, and 
Signal Oil Company, in its sponsorship 
of the Chandu series over the 12 Colum- 
bia-Don Lee stations and its Tarzan of 
the Apes transcriptions over NBC sta- 
tions, is spending $1,000 per week for 
time. Signal is also buying time on the 
smaller 100-watters, and is paying $50 
for a haif hour’s time to broadcast the 
Sunday Venice auto races over KMTR, 
Hollywood, each week. 

The Wilshire Oil Company, in its pro- 
motion of Economy gas, is adding $100 
to the coffers of KHJ for the local 
broadcast of 45 minutes of Doc Hall’s 
Laff Clinic each Thursday night, and 
KFI collects $50 per week from NBC for 
releasing Texaco’s Ed Wynn program on 
Tuesday nights. 

MacMillan Oil Company is the only 
local oil firm owning its own station, 
KMPC in Beverly Hills. Station is used 
to plug the MacMillan product every 
time a station announcement is made. 

Totaling the amounts being spent 
this summer on the Coast, NBC and its 
affiliate stations will receive $4,933.10 of 
the $7,008.10 and Columbia-Don Lee the 
remaining $2,075 portion of each week’s 
outlay. This, plus the money now being 


Los Angeles Notes 


LOS ANGELES, May 20.—Officials of 
KFI and KECA are burning plenty at a 
trade-paper story printed last week to 
the effect that the two stations had 
been barred from the Los Angeles 
Broadcasters’ Association for overstep- 
ping their rights in making an agree- 
ment with the musicians’ union. Truth 
of the matter is that neither one of the 
stations is affiliated with the local 
association, having declined to join the 
group since its organization a year ago. 
At that time the Anthony group, which 
claims an investment of close to a half 
million dollars, refused to join, taking 
the stand that they did not desire to 
affiliate themselves with any group that 
would have dominatory powers over s0 
large an investment. Since then the 
two stations and the association have 
worked together thru many a battle to 
the advantage of both, but at no time 
have become part of the membership of 
the association. 

First example of mail-order houses 
going in for radio on a big scale is the 
contract signed this week by Sears, 
Roebuck & Company for 17 weeks of 
broadcasting over the 12 stations of 
the Columbia-Don Lee system. Account 
starts using 15 minutes each Tuesday 
May 23.

Break for Talent Seen in 


Ruling of N. Y. Control Board 


No beer for wayside spots-——patronage to be thrown 
to larger places that can afford entertainment as result 


of State Alcoholic Board’s 
Ey 


recent announcement 


NEW YORK, May 20.—With the announcement by the State Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control] Board that wayside spots such as gas stations, hot-dog stands, lunch 
wagons and similar places would not be issued licenses to sell beer, considerable 
talent activity is in evidence up-State in various towns that otherwise could not 
afford to support a garden or cafe whereby the town in question will have one 


or more such projects. 


Transient and resident patronage that might have 


quenched its thirst at a lunch stand or while getting the car’s gas tank filled will 


in many cases stop off at a good eating 
establishment and one that thru its day- 
time business will be enabled to experi- 
ment and probably permanently install 
live talent for the night trade. 

This situation is not oNly in evidence 
up-State, but in Connecticut as well, 
which State provides that no beer will 
be sold within 500 feet of a gasoline 
station, for one thing, while a bond is 
required from the smaller establish- 
ments. That makes it not so attractive 
to handle the 3.2 product. Connecticut 
licenses are revokable at the will of the 
State authorities and the bond is auto- 
matically forfeited in case of any 
trouble resulting from beer sold at the 
establishment in question. This is 
natuiaily throwing the licenses to the 
larger places and ones that can afford 
to and expect to use talent. 

In the larger cities homegoing thea- 
ter crowds that are unable to stop at 
an orange-juice stand for beer are now 
more apt to wander into a resort and 
catch a show while they are having their 
beer and sandwich or late supper. This 
point was more or less won by the hotel 
men’s association as well as the legiti- 
mate restaurant and cafe owners, who 
could not see their way clear to paying 
large rents and orchestras and other 
talent overhead if any type of stand 
was to be permitted to sell the brew. 


Lake Charles Is Mecca 


LAKE CHARLES, La., May 20. — 
Charleston Hotel Roof Garden opened 
here recently to a throng that was amaz- 
ing to the management in spite of the 
fact that Louisiana has been the mecca 
of thousands of Texans since beer came 
back, This garden, overlooking the lake, 
is one of the most beautiful yet estab- 
lished in the State. Floor show, in charge 
of Royce West and his seventeen fun- 
makers, is featured. 


NEW ORLEANS, May 20. — Lake 
Charles, La., has struck a new kind 
of oil—only they call it beer—but it’s 
like an oil boom. In that city of about 
15,000 persons there are now four night 
clubs, and none of ’em have room 
enough to handle their customers. 
Thirsty Texans have been flocking into 
Lake Charles in droves during the last 
two weeks. The hotels are full. The one 
club that was there before the boom, 
the Brown Derby, is running to capacity 
every night, and several trainloads are 
expected in for Sunday from the sur- 
rounding arid areas.

CHICAGO, May 20.—B. E. Bensinger, 
chairman of the board of the Brunswick- 
Balke-Collender Company, states that or- 
ders for bar equipment are coming in 
such numbers that the company is find- 
ing difficulty in keeping up with them. 
An additional 500 men have been put 
to work, he said, bringing the number 
of employees on the pay roll at the plant 
in Muskegon, Mich., to 800. Additional 
help also has been employed in the 
main offices in Chicago and at the 
branches thruout the country. The 
company has placed large orders for 
lumber, copper, brass, veneer and steel, 
and difficulty is being experienced in ob- 
taining these materials as fast as needed.

President Roosevelt’s Message 
To Aid Repeal of 18th Amendment 


WASHINGTON, May 20..— Repeal of 
the 18th amendment, and with it the 
Volstead law, which latter has up to 
this time been modified only in order 
to legalize the sale of light wines and 
beer, if brought about by the States, in 
accordance with the desire of President 
Roosevelt, should go far towards popu- 
larizing cafes and gardens and would 
give to lovers of beer a beverage with 
more of a kick in it than is provided 
under the 3.2 law, as at present. 

While repeal of the amendment will 
be slow, necessarily, as it requires action 
by a sufficient number of State legisla- 
tures, preceding conventions at which 
formal action may be taken, yet the 
vigorous statement made by the Presi- 
dent in his message to Congress accom- 
panying introduction of the National 
Recovery Bill is expected to hasten such 
action. 

The sale of beer so far, with only a 
part of the States permitting it and, in 
some instances, only certain counties or 
independent cities in other States, thas 
been such as to mean revenues for the 
Federal government considerably in ex- 
cess of the $125,000,000 which was first 


predicted for it. As pointed out by the 
President, repeal of the amendment and 
final repeal of the Volstead act should 
bring in hundreds of millions of dollars, 


enough to go far towards balancing the 
budget. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Decision by 
Justice Jesse C. Adkins, of the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court, that “off- 
sale” beer licenses may not be denied to 
stores located in residential districts, 
despite the operation of zoning laws, has 
been followed by the District of Colum- 
bia Commissioners accepting this ruling 
without an appeal to the Court of Ap- 
peals. 

Action of the District Supreme Court, 
followed by action by the District Com- 
missioners, is regarded as a real victory 
for those who have contended that “off- 
sale” permits should be issued to stores 
in residential districts. It also is con- 
sidered as reflecting popular reaction to 
the sale of beer, legally, and to mean 
that disorders and other objectionable 
features which, ijt had been predicted, 
would follow in the wake of beer have 
not materialized.

Local No. 1 blood boiled today, but 
When Ladies Meet is not a stock com- 
pany in the eyes of IATSE, and Golden 
declared today he would close the show 
next Saturday night, as low box-office 
scale of 25 cents to $1 top could not 
pay off the 50 employees, plus eight 
added stagehands. The play closed its 
road-show routes in Chicago May 13 
and has been given notice to increase 
crew by May 29. Representatives of 
League of New York Theaters appeared 
before Local No. 1. Union agents said 
they were powerless, but that they 
would appeal to Dempsey, which 
evidently would be a useless gesture. 


Conferences were reported between 
Dempsey and Wee & Leventhal today, 
but were denied by both parties, altho 
Waldorf box office stated that Another 
Language will not close prematurely and 
seats are being sold in advance with 
confidence that union and producer are 
in agreement on stock show require- 
ments calling for only six back-stage 
workers. 

Both When Ladies Meet and Another 
Language have been doing good busi- 
néss at the low scales.

It’s a good show, it always was 
a good show, and if you happen to be 
suffering from spring fever, a dose of 
June Moon should do just as much good 
as a dose of su'phur and molasses. 

Three members of the original cast are 
present in Mr. Kilpatrick’s version, Lee 
Patrick as the designing ex-chorus gal, 
Leo Kennedy as the music publisher, and 
Harry Rosenthal as himself—even tho 
the part is labeled Maxie Schwartz. June 
Moon, as you must remember, was the 
show in which Mr. Rosenthal took the 
town by the ears. He plays himself 
most charmingly, and who could ask for 
more? 


The juvenile team is now made up of 


Thomas Gillen and Emily Lowry. Gillen 
does well enough with the part—tho not 
Nearly so well as Norman Foster—and 
Miss Lowry performs nicely as the sim- 
ple sweetheart. She’s a lovely lass, is 
Miss Lowry, and to say she played as 
well in the role as Linda Watkins did is 
probably damning her with faint praise. 
Edith Van Cleve performs the difficult 
feat cf stepping into Jean Dixon’s shoes, 
and performs it very well, all things 
considered.

OW is the time for all good men 

(if dramatic critics can be included 

in that category) to come forth 
with lists of the 10 best plays of the 
season. In past years The Billboard’s 
list ‘has been something of a composite 
affair, embracing at least a pair of 
opinions, but this time of necessity 
you'll have to rely entirely on the very 
personal tastes of a commentator who 
has found with alarm that his judg- 
ments this season usually managed to 
differ from almost all others. The list 
hereafter appended thus shows startling 
dissimilarities from other lists of its 
type; the Pulitzer Prize play is not in- 
cluded, and neither are various other 
entertainments that have been showered 
with plaudits and wealth. At least three 
plays in this best 10 were energetically 
shunned by the playgoing public. But 
that, of course, is neither here nor 
there; the list is a personal pick of the 
season's 10 best plays, and it has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the question of 
whether or not those plays managed to 
make money. 


O GET to the list. It includes, in 

the a order, One Sunday 

Afternoon, Little Ol’ Boy, Goodbye 
Again, American Dream, The Mask and 
the Face, Dangerous Corner, Three- 
Cornered Moon, Alice in Wonderland, 
The Comic Artist and Autumn Crocus. 
That, I submit, is a list to wonder at. 
Where, you may demand, is Dinner at 
Eight or Biography or Design for Living 
—or, for that matter, Another Language, 
the only play to weather successfully a 
terrific summer? Where also are When 
Ladies Meet, The Late Christopher Bean 
and 20th Century, three rattling good 
entertainments? The three last named 
are definitely worth honorable mention, 
but good as they are they failed to de- 
light at least one of their spectators 
quite so much as did Autumn Crocus, 
the last of the mystic 10. If others 
disagree with that they're right, too. 
All judgment of creative effort is and 
must always remain merely a question 
of personal opinion. 


LONG with When Ladies Meet, 
Christopher Bean and 20th Century 
the honorable mention list contains 

three others, none of which convinced 
the average customer that they were 
worth the price of a ticket. They are 
Girls in Untjorm (which was better 
than the picture), Evensong (a welcome 
return to the old “well-made play“ 
tradition in a world whose plays are 
very badly made indeed) and Far Away 
Horses (a pseudo-Irish drama which, in- 
explicably perhaps, convinced this re- 
porter that it was sincere and stirring). 


Orr SUNDAY AFTERNOON is picked 
for top honors because of its sen- 

sitivity and delicacy, its consum- 
mate use of legitimate hoke and the 
tremendous appeal it exerted; Little Ol’ 
Boy, in spite of its short life, was, to 
this reporter, the sincerest, most vital 
and by long odds the most exciting and 
compelling of the dramas, written with 
a sure feel for both poetry and life; 
Goodbye Again seemed the best of the 
farces, occupying this season a niche 
similar to that held last year by Spring- 
time for Henry; American Dream was a 
beautifully written, imaginative account 
of the end of dreams as America totters 
twilightward in an intellectual vacuum; 
The Mask and the Face is a brilliant, 
sardonic, fearfully laughable explosion 
of the myth called Woman; Dangerous 
Corner was a tremendously exciting

You may as well know the worst at 
the outset. The Weidman Candide, 
which came to the Booth last Monday 
for a week's engagement, is no play at 
all. As was indicated by the presence 


of Weidman, it shaped up as a dance. 


recital with connected moods and story, 
all of them based, of course, on the most 
famous fiction of M. Voltaire. It was a 
dirty trick to invite dramatic critics. 

Naturally, in the dance, Candide be- 
comes a tuning essentially of moods, some 
of them excellently interpreted by Weid- 
man and the group he gathered to- 
gether, and some of them forced and 
ineffective. Richard Abbott’s voice, com- 
ing thru a loudspeaker and a mask of 
Voltaire hung at one side of the pro- 
scenium, tells enough of the tale to gain 
emotional unity, and sometimes speaks 
in the characters of various of the danc- 
ing generalizations of the stage. It is 
effective enough, but there is one initial 
drawback. Candide is essentially intel- 
lectual—of the mind. Dancing, in order 
to be completely effective, must appeal 
primarily to the emotions. Cerebral 
dancing is just as paradoxical as, say, 
cerebral music—a tone poem, for ex- 
ample. The method here developed 
might be tremendously effective—it has 
definite possibilities in such skilled 
hands as Weicman’s—but the emotional 
background must first be just that: 
emotional—and not intellectual, as it is 
here. The choice of Candide nullifies 
the effects to be striven for in dancing. 

Speaking of tone poems (see above 
paragraph) this Candide might be called 
a “motion poem”—and here again the 
choice of subject intrudes, since Candide 
is about as far from poetry—the poetry 
of motion, of the fundamental mind or 
any other kind—as any prose writing 
in the world. Weidman thus had two 
initial tasks. First, to develop his form, 
and second, to develop it effectively in 
this particular case. He failed—as any- 
one would have to fail—in the latter. 

That, however, by no means indicates 
that his Candide did not have its effec- 
tive moments. It had them, and mo- 
ments of spiced and pointed *:umor, too. 
Humor, contrary to belief, is an emotional 
rather than a meNtal attribute; it can 
come thru in the dance, where the men- 
tal poignarding, the satire of Candide 
cannot. 

Naturally, Weidman was at his best 
in the group parts, where emotional ef- 
fect could be built up more easily than 
in the descriptive and expository solo 
sections. There are some heady and in- 
tensely dramatic group movements in 
Candide that go a long way toward 
making up for the gaucherie of those 


parts in which Weidman set himself an 
impossible task. Considering the mag- 
nitude of that task, however, it’s sur- 
prising that he got as near a successful 
completion as he did. 

In most parts the humor comes thru 
pointedly and well, with phallic sym- 
bolism—perhaps unintentionally—play- 
ing its part. 

Pauline Lawrence’s costumes worked 
Gefinitely against the general effect, sug- 
gesting none of the crispness and sparkle 
that was necessary. The Pitot-Coleman 
music managed, to this reporter, to be 
nothing more than an accompaniment 
to the dancing. ‘The lighting was splen- 
did; whoever did it deserves a brace of 
bouquets. 

Weidn:an, naturally, was excellent in 
the title rcle. Jose Limon did typically 
effective work as the Fate-figure in a 
variety of parts. Eleanor King was the 
Cunegonde.

Much the same situation holds for De- 
sign for Living, which was written by 
that god of all gods, Noel Coward. 
Design for Living is undeniably witty 
and smart in spots; in other spots it is 
just as undeniably boring and dull. 
This reporter had an indefinitely better 
time at both Goodbye Again and 
Three-Cornered Moon. Perhaps that’s a 
mark of uncultivated taste—and then 
again perhaps it isn’t.

against unclean shows

NEW YORE, May 20. — The annual 
spring “rap” is in again and burlesque 
operators of New York and Brooklyn are 
taking things philosophically following 
Monday afternoon’s’ get-together at 
License Commissioner Geraghty’s office 
during course of which he warned the 
burlesque men that their shows must 
be kept clean and candy butchers sell 
candy and not get the folks het up with 
those “Paris importations.” So-o, the 
boys are selling candy, the girls are tak- 
ing less off and wearing permanent stage 
attire, here and there, while the men 
who worry about the box-office receipts 
really refuse to worry any more since 
business was being named after the 
insect that is used for jockeys to ride 
racing cockroaches. 

Those who attended the conference 
at Commissioner Geraghty’s office were 
the operators of the Irving Place, Cen- 
tral, Republic, Eltinge, Gotham, in this 
city, and the Oxford, Brooklyn. Licenses 
which used to be issued on May 1 or 
in the fall if the house closed for the 
summer, but dating from May 1, are 
now being held back as they were last 
year pending a probationary period. Ac- 
cording to Commissioner Geraghty, his 
inspectors have been looking at shows 
lately and they found plenty to squawk 
about. While the burlesque men believe 
the hullabaloo against burlesque was 
inspired by the usual sources, Mayor 
O’Brien has come out and stated that 
he was the one who told the commis- 
sioner to withhold the licenses pending 
a cleanup. 

The agreement, with Sam Scribner in 
the middle, has apparertly run out and 
the burly men are again on their own, 
for the time being at least. Whether or 
not it is merely a gesture on the part 
of city officials, the burly men are 
tightening up on the shows with the 
result that business has fallen off a 
little more, helped by unfavorable pub- 
licity. In the meantime Commissioner 
James F. Geraghty says a report on bur- 
lesque conditions will be made public 
next week.

Misleading Advertising Protection 


BILL aimed to protect the public 

against fraudulent advertising has 

been introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Arthur Capper, of Kansas. At 
present there are on the statute books of 
about 24 States laws affording protection 
along this line, but the purpose of the Fed- 
eral bill is to give uniform national regula- 
tion to a commercial process that cannot 
be effectively handled under varying State 
codes. 

It is not intended that the measure set 
up a form of government censorship of ad- 
vertising. This procedure would be un- 
wise; in fact, the author admits it would be 
an “intolerable hardship.” On the con- 
trary, he says, Federal prosecution of dis- 
honest advertisers “could easily be a power- 
ful aid to righteousness in the printed 
word.” 

He believes that “a Federal law govern- 
ing advertising, justly conceived and vigor- 
ously enforced, can have a vital effect in 
promoting and hastening general business 
recovery.” He concedes that advertising 
for the most part is “clean, decent and 
above reproach, with offenders against 
sound practice in this respect far in the 
minority,” but that the need of compelling 
this minority to revise tactics “now con- 
stitutes a real danger to adv ertising, there- 
by threatening business recovery.” 

By the terms of the Capper bill adver- 
tisers and not advertising media would be 
liable to punishment for misleading adver- 
tising sent thru the mails or in interstate or 
foreign commerce. This is as it should be. 
Senator Capper realizes full well that ad- 
vertising volume would be reduced con- 
siderably, with disastrous consequences to 
publications and the nation’s business, if ad- 
vertising material had to be submitted to 
Washington for approval before it could be 
printed. 

Violation of the law would be a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine of not more 
than $1,000, or by imprisonment for not 
longer than five years, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

The reputable interests of the amuse- 
ment world and its allied branches, like any 
other industry, should welcome such a law 
because it harms no honest advertising 
effort. On the other hand, it will eventually, 
if not immediately, eliminate the minority 
abuses and thereby aid the honorable ad- 
vertisers by putting greater public confi- 
dence in advertising.

Ringling Cuba Spee in 1899 
Editor The Billboard: 


Replying to W. F. Hewitt in The 
Forum of May 13 regarding an early 
Ringling spec, Ringling Bros. exhibited 
in Missoula the first time in 1899. The 
“Cuba Libre” spec was used at that 
time. It certainly was timely and made 
a big hit. 

All performers appeared, Japs and all, 
each group with a flag of some country. 
Windup was Uncle Sami freeing the 
Cuban lady of her chains, with a large 
American flag released from top of the 
tent and the band playing the Stars 
and Stripes. 

One Mr. Jackson was the announcer 
and side-show talker (last time I saw 
him he was with Campbell Bros.) and 
he was some hard worker. He packed 
the Side Show so one could hardly 
move, got the crowd all yelling when 
the whirling girl dancer brought forth 
flags of the United States and Cuba. 
The show was here again in 1900 with 
practically the same lineup. In 1899 it 
had a black tent and moving pictures, 
much flicker and not clear, but first 


shown in Missoula.

American Vs. English Actor 
Editor The Billboard: 

Truly, consistency is a virtue. William 
Randolph Hearst’s slogan, “Buy Ameri- 
can,” is a great rule to go by, but why 
not practice what you preach, Mr. 
Hearst? I notice in Marion Davies’ lat- 
est, Peg o’ My Heart,the cast is entirely 
English. Why, when many of our own 
are walking the streets hungry and 
homeless? 

The ridiculous alibi that is handed 
out by the picture people is that the 
American actor is incapable of playing 
an English part, and many times I have 
heard it said that we Americans cannot 
wear dress clothes as well as the Eng- 
lishman. Now can you beat that? Not 
unless you cheated. 

Now how about the English actor 
playing a real, red-blooded American? 
And that is what we get right along on 
the screen and the stage as well. The 
American audience is a great deal to 
blame for this condition of affairs, for 
regardless whether the actor be English, 
French, German or any other national- 
ity, if he happens to hit the fancy of 
the fickle public he or she is at once 
accepted with open arms. The American

actor has no preference as far as they 
are concerned. This is not so in other 
countries. The foreign nations stick by 
their own; the Americans do not. 

Just to illustrate how the American 
actor stands in Merry Old England, sev- 
eral years ago I was playing in The 
Squaw Man at the Lyric Theater in Lon- 
don. Over there we called it The White 
Man. The reason given for change of 
mame was that the average Englishman 
would not understand the meaning of 
“Squaw Man.” The play ran two sea- 
sons, and regardless of the fact that the 
Americans made more than good and 
were wined and dined, playing a com- 
mand performance before royalty, yet 
not one American actor in that cast 
could secure an engagement in any Eng- 
lish company if he had wished to 
remain after Our season ended. 

If the American producer, both the- 
atrical and picture, had any stamina, 
any backbone, our boys and girls would 
not be compelled to seek relief from the 
SRF. If all the foreign element were 
sent back to where they belong there 
would be no necessity for the Stage 
Relief Fund. 

Here is an example of how much an 
Englishman thinks of America. A cer- 
tain English star, a star in this country, 
but not in his own, and who for years 
starred on the legitimate stage here and 
for the last four or five years devoted 


was a member of the Four Boissetts, 
famous bar team on the Ryan Circus 
and Menagerie, season of 1882. Hugo 
Boissett was the greatest clown on the 
bars of his day. Emma and Louis Al- 
fredo. She was the only woman bar 
performer of her day. She afterward 
teamed with Mons, Leopold. 

Cardello and Victorelli, afterward Car- 
dello and Van Auken. Dashway and 
Moulton; Carlos Dashway afterward 
married Minnie Perry, pad rider. They 
toured Australia in the ‘80s. Robert 
Aubrey, John Wingfield, Charles Greg- 
ory. Wingfield had a fine troupe of 
performing dogs when on the John H. 
Murray Circus around 1880, Marlow and 
Dunham, on the triple bars. The fore- 
going names have no peers as perform- 
ers even to this day. 

Among the old fliers were Hawley and 
Buisley. August Buisley'’s wife was a 
splendid menage rider of her time, 
known as Mme. Martha. She was con- 
temporaneous with Emma Lake, “Queen 
of the Side Saddle.” Nestor and Venoa; 
James Onzalo, known as the “Demon of 
the Air”; August Siegrist. Robert Au- 
brey, Frank Gibbons, the French Troupe 
Davene, William Davene and three wom- 
en; Lawrence Sisters and the Silbons. 

Wire performers were Addie O’Brien, 
May Antonio, Louise Boshell, Zazel, on 
high wire; Zeo, in a hair slide from top 
of canvas; Maggie Clair, web and head- 
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his time to pictures, contemplates re- 
tiring and returning to England for the 
remainder of his days. The money he 
made here, does it remain here? I can 
hear you say, You’re asking me?, and 
yet these actors from foreign shores get 
away with it year after year. 

The English actor always looks on the 
American actor with such a patronizing 
air that it absolutely disgusting. You 
may agree with me, and again you may 
not, but no matter what you say, what 
I have passed thru in the last three 
years makes me immune to any harsh 
criticism you may bestow. I can stand 
it; my back’s broad. With all my heart 
for the American actor.

Some fine dog acts were those of Tom

M. Parker. Billy Conrad, James H. Bur- 
ton and John W. Hampton. 

Jugglers were Langlois Brothers, John 
LeClair, Charlie Shay, called “Chinese 
Charlie”; Awata Katnoshin, a Jap. The 
footslide was done by King Sarbro, who 
also walked up a ladder of swords; Little 
Alright did the same act. 

Thrillers of the day were “Lulu, the 
Man Bird,” thrown from a catapult and 
turning three times in the air before 
hitting the net, and Zazel, “Human 


Cannon Ball.” Of the two the catapult 
was the more thrilling, and even today 
I think the one who revives it in the 
circus will give his audiences the thrill 
of their lives. Lulu was not an importa- 
tion, either. He was an American, born 
in the East and a pupil of G. A. Farina, 
famous circus man of the old days.

M. P. Operators Take Cut 
Of 25” in F-WC Theaters 


LOS ANGELES, May 20.—As the re- 
sult of a series of conferences held dur- 
ing the last few weeks between union 
officials and trustees for the bankrupt 
Fox West Coast Theaters a new schedule 
of wages for motion picture projection- 
ists in all Fox West Coast houses in 
California went into effect yesterday, 
giving the circuit a 25 per cent cut in 
the regular scale in effect for the past 
year. New schedule calls for operators 
in Class A houses to receive $1.75 per 
hour, as against $2.30 per hour paid 
under the old scale. In Class B and C 


houses booth men will receive $1.50 per 
hour. 


Nearly 200 booth men are affected by 
the new wage scale in Southern Cali- 
fornia, 100 of whom are in metropolitan 
Los Angeles. New schedule of payment 
will continye in force until September 1 
of this year, at which time the operators 
hope to boost the rate back to the $2.30 
figure. For the last six weeks the op- 
erators have been accepting their pay 
checks from which 37% per cent was 


arbitrarily slashed by the FWC trustees. 
Union executives ordered their members 
to accept the vouchers under protest 
and with the understanding that if 
after an agreement was reached if the 
new scale was more than the accepted 
cut pay the operators would be re- 
imbursed for the difference. 


Using the Fox West Coast reductions 
as a basis, the independent theater op- 
erators in the State are now petitioning 
the union for a similar consideration, 
altho this group has had its booth men 
working on a voluntary pay cut ranging 
from 2 per cent on down to 10 per cent 


granted by the projectionists’ union 
early in April.

QUEBEC CITY, May 20.—A citizens’ 
group, known as La Cie de 1’Exposition 
Provinciale, has taken over operation of 
the 1933 Quebec Exposition, long one of 
Canada’s largest fairs, and preparations 
are well under way for the event, Sep- 
tember 2-9. J. E. Boucher, formerly 
manager of concessions, is secretary of 
the new operating company. 

“The City of Quebec decided a few 
months ago that it could not afford to 
take the risk of holding a fair as usual,” 
said Mr. Boucher, “and offered to give 
the privilege to whoever was ready to 
assume it. Consequently, the exposition 
company was formed and the fair is now 
organized. We anticipate an attendance 
of at least 200,000 during exhibition 
week.” 

Subsidies are being given by both 
Federal and Provincial Governments and 
support has been pledged by the Quebec 
Board of Trade, municipal council, Mont- 
real Board of Trade and leading firms 
and public men. The spacious grounds 
and many big buildings are property of 
the government. 

Officers of the new body are Frank 
Byrne, presidert; J. Arthur Paquet, vice- 
president; J. Ph. Galibois, treasurer; J. 
E. Boucher, secretary; Lt.-Col. H. E. Lavi- 
gueur, mayor of Quebec, honorary presi- 
dent, and J. Antonio Grenier, minister 
of agriculture, honorary vice-president. 

Attractions will include, said Mr. 
Boucher, horse and motor racing, varied 
exhibits, athletic events, vaudeville, free 
acts and choral competitions. For the 
midway Henry Meyerhoft’s Crescent 
Amusements Company, Inc., has been 
booked.

NEW YORK, May 20.—Trades and 
Labor Council of Province of New Bruns- 
wick, Can., has taken over active man- 
agement of St. John (N. B.) Exhibition 
and has set Labor Day week as date, ac-

James Whiteborne 
is president of council, with head- 
quarters at St. John. Planned to have 
parade of labor unions the opening day.

Tennessee Shows To Have 
State Allotments for 1933 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 20. — Rep- 
resentatives from Tennessee State Fair, 
Nashville; Mid-South Fair, Memphis, and 
Eastern Division Fair, Knoxville, meet- 
ing at the office of the State Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, were notified by 
Commissioner O. E. Van Cleave that 
each will be awarded $5,000 for premiums 
this fall. 

Smaller fairs, also represented at the 
meeting, will receive from $100 to $400, 
according to size. Jackson Fair was 
given $1,500. 

These allotments were made by the 
State thru the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Each fair association to receive the 
full amount apportioned by the State 
must match the donation dollar for 
dollar. 

Representatives from the three major 
fairs were J. W. Russwurm, Nashville; 
Hugh Faust, Knoxville, and Frank D. 
Fuller, Memphis. Twenty-one Members 
of Tennessee Jersey Cattle Breeders’ 
Association met at the office of the com- 
missioner to arrange for the Tennessee 
Production Show this fall. A premium 
list of $2,000 was agreed upon, as was 
Tennessee State Fair, Nashville, as site 
of the show. 


Stop-Loss Contract Adopted 


ALTA, Ia.. May 20. — Northwestern 
Iowa fair managers in session here on 
May 13 adopted a clause for their 1933 
contracts. John P. Mullen, president of 
Iowa State Fair, explained the contract 
to be used by the State Fair this year, 
whereby the fair association reserves the 
right to pay all obligations, such as 
premiums, attractions, race purses and 
labor, on a pro rated basis, according to 
receipts up to a certain figure. Entry 
fees for the racing program and all spe- 
cial premiums will not be a part of the 
contract agreed upon here, 


Charleston Fair Aids Unemployed, 


Builds Its First Permanent Home 


CHARLESTON, S. C., May 20.— A 
new building for Charleston Agricultural 
and Industrial Fair, built with labor 
furnished by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation and funds of the Agricul- 
tural Society of South Carolina, has 
been completed on the site formerly 
occupied by the Old Folks’ Home, just 
west of Johnson Hagood Stadium near 
the Ashley River. 

Cost of labor, about $3,000, was de- 
frayed by the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation; the society gave $3,000 for 
materials and city donated the site, ac- 
cording to W. McLeod Frampton, secre- 
tary of the fair association. The build- 
ing is 100 feet wide and 200 feet long, of 
metal construction, with the front built 
of concrete tile. 

Ground was broken on February 27 
and since that time 60 carpenters, brick- 
layers, plumbers, electricians and labor- 
ers have been given employment. The 
building will be used primarily for com- 
mercial, agricultural and floral exhibits 


during the fair, but can be used also for 
any large gatherings, according to Mr. 
Frampton. He says the building can 
seat from 3,000 to 4,000. 

It will be illuminated by a reflector 
system. Parking space will be afforded 
on the grounds for 1,000 automobiles. 

This is the first permanent home 
Charleston Agricultural Fair has had 
since its organization in 1924, after a 
lapse of 28 years in holding fairs in 
Charleston County. In 1924 the fair 
was held in the Old Citadel. Since that 
time it has been held in that building 
or in tents at Johnson Hagood Stadium. 

The first fair, according to Mr. Framp- 
ton, was held 1n the spring of 1872 by 
the Agricultural Society of South 
Carolina. It was known as a floral fair 
and the scene was at Ryan Villa, now 
the Franke home, Calhoun street. 
Premiums were offered not only for ex- 
otic plants, but for cut flowers, 
vegetables, fruits, oil paintings, engrav- 
ings and other works of art.

Horse racing and pari-mutuel betting, 
calculated to add $500,000 annually to 
State revenue, became legal on Thurs- 

day. 

Governor Kump vetoed a similar bill 
recently, and the present bill became 
legal without his signature. Principal 
income is expected from a levy of 3 per 
cent upon gross receipts of all pari- 
mutuel systems. In addition the law 
calls for a 5 per cent levy upon all 
winning tickets and 10 per c 
fee for operators of pari-mutuels!

handle. 


AUSTIN, Tex., May 20.—The Legisla- 
ture sent to Gov. Miriam A. Ferguson 2a 
measure to legalize the certificate sys- 
tem of wagering on horse races. The 
legislation was attached as a “rider” to 
a free conference report on the depart- 
mental appropriations bill. Action be- 
came final when the Senate adopted the 
report. The House approved it by a vote 
of almost 2 to 1. 


Halifax Joins in Gate Cut 


ST. JOHN, N. B.—Nova Scotia Exhibi- 
tion Commission, operating Halifax (N. 
S.) Fair, has reduced admission price 
for adults from 50 to 25 cents, and for 
children from 25 to 15 cents. This is in 
line with action of other Eastern Cana- 
dian fairs the last two years. Reduc- 
tion in overhead has justified a gate 
cut. Halifax Fair is one of the last 
to hold out against the admission price 
cut tendency. Attendance in 1932 
was greatly below par.

Purpose of the organization is to estab- 
lish a community of interest between 


exhibitors as a body and exposition au- 
thorities. 


Captain Lou Nichols, who closed last 
week with the Pacific Whaling Company 
at Portsmouth, Va., after nine months 
with them, is in Chicago and will be 
with the whale exhibit ut the fair. Wal- 
ter K. Sibley will manage the exhibit. 


Ten acres of Kentucky blue grass sod 
have been shipped in to complete land- 
scaping of grounds.

Guides speaking English, French, Ger- 
man, Italian and other languages, and 
several proficient in the sign language 
used by the deaf and dumb, are to be 
furnished by the tour service of the fair. 
Three hundred smartly uniformed 
young men, all college graduates, and 
100 young women, school teachers, will 
be ready to conduct visitors thru the 
grounds. The guide-lecturers will be 
employed by the Gray Line Sightseeing 
Company, which has been granted the 
concession. 


T. H. Eslick, veteran park man, is here 
negotiating for a contract for a log- 
rolling exhibition at the fair, sponsored 
by the Monte Wax Lumber Company. 


Six policewomen have been added to 
the fair’s police force for special protec- 
tion of women and girls who come from 
out of town unaccompanied.

ATLANTIC CITY, May 20.—Steel Pier 
will make another attempt toward a 
$75,000 improvement and enlargement 
program. Manager Endicott said the 
first step was the request to the Court 
of Errors and Appeals on May 17, asking 
reversal of a decree restraining the pier 
company from this work and handed 
down last season. 


The new appeal is opposed by counsel 
for the Seaside Improvement Company, 
one of the officers of which was an un- 
successful bidder for the job. It is con- 
tended that such building would be in 
violation of the easement deed of 1896. 

The pier company contends the proj- 
ect would coustitute an integral part of 
the existing pier and be constructed as 
contemplated in the easement deed and 
it denies the proposed work would di- 
vide the beach into halves and obstruct 
passage. 

President Frank P. Gravatt declared 
that in presenting the greatest array of 
name attactions under One roof it would 
be necessary to have sufficient space. 
The pier has outgrown its original lines, 
he said, and last year several hun- 
dred feet oceanward were added. Now 
it is necessary to expand to the side 
as the pier is already nearly a half mile 
out on the water. The renewed legal 
fight, it is said, will be carried to the 
highest courts. 


Ohio Recreationists Fight 
10” and Favor Sales Tax 


COLUMBUS, O., May 20.—The Ohio 
Recreation Association is on the job till 
the last minute, fighting the proposed 
State 10 per cent amusement tax and 
supporting Governor George White’s ad- 
vocacy of a general sales tax. 

“A 10 per cent amusement tax bill 
is still before the Legislature,” said 
President Leo Haenlein, manager of 
Olentangy Park here, in a statement to 
association members. “Some practical 
plan must find support or there is still 
great danger of a nuisance tax being 
adopted. 

“Prior to enactment of a sales tax in 
Mississippi, Governor Connor had exact- 
ly the same experience that Governor 
White is having in Ohio. A great pro- 
test was voiced by the newspapers as 
well as the public. Today the sales tax 
in Mississippi is the most popular tax 
measure ever devised. And the same 
thing will hold true in Ohio, once this 
tax measure becomes a law.”

While pool men are primarily in the 
Swimming business, there are various 
Sideline activities pertaining to tanks 
that can net additional revenue. All 
pool operators, of course, see the value 
of a restaurant at a pool, both as an 
accommodation to patrons and as a 
profitable sideline. 

There are a few pool men who make 
a stab at selling aquatic equipment, 
bathing caps. handballs, suits, etc., but 
enthusiasm for this particular pool side- 
line doesn’t seem to be there, with a 
majority of operators neglecting it en- 
tirely. Now, a nice income can be at- 
tained by making a regular business of 
selling these things to patrons if one 
will only go about it in a business- 
like fashion. 

Instead of having your locker man 
buy a box of balls and caps and post a 
slipshot card on the counter informing 
the public that you have them for sale, 
make room for a special and attractive 
equipment section. Place a man or 
woman in charge of this and let them 
run it as a regular sports store, doing 
advertising and everything. 

A debatable question, I know, is this 
business of selling suits at pools. Some 
are going to say that it will ruin one’s 
swim-suit rental business. But will it? 

The persons who rent suits at out- 
door pools are mostly transient swim- 
mers. They are not regular patrons and 
are the type who make up their mind 
to gO swimming at the last minute, leav- 
ing their suits at home, or they haven't 
any of their own. 

Anyone who would buy a suit at a 
pool wants his or her own suit, and 
don’t think that if you don’t sell them 
they will be satisfied in continually 
renting pool suits. On the other hand, 
they will buy their suits at the nearest 
sports shop and you'll be losing busi- 
ness that should ordinarily go to you. 

Therefore, make a big play for swim- 
ming suit and other accessory business 
this summer. You'll find the income 
will not only cover expenses of such a

File involuntary petition 
in bankruptcy against Luna 
—little due to outsiders 


e 

CONEY ISLAND, May 20.—Less than 
two weeks before its doors open for the 
season on May 27 Luna Park was thrown 
into technical receivership on Tuesday 
thru an involuntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy filed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, Brooklyn, against the Luna 
Amusement Company, Inc. The action 
will not prevent the opening, nor subse- 
quent operation for the run of the sea- 
son. The complaint, instituted by 
creditors described as “friendly,” will 
undoubtedly react in Luna’s favor since 
it will result in the conservation of in- 
terest of creditors, according to William 
A. Buckner, president of the company. 

Judge Mortimer W. Byers was in 
charge of the action and was asked to 
name three receivers to operate the park 
and “conserve assets” of the organiza- 
tion. Judge Byers appointed Mr. Buck- 
ner; Stephen Calligan, of 50 Broadway, 
and Herman S. Bacharah, lawyer, of 215 
Montague street, Brooklyn. 

The petition was filed in the name of 
three creditors by Herding & Sharf, law 
firm, of 16 Court street, Brooklyn. The 
creditors and their claims are the Mid- 
Town Service Company, $7,800; the 
Sparkling Gift Company, $2,116.03, and 
the Bluff City Paint Company, $1,642.23. 
They have identical addresses, 220 West 
42d street in New York, where the Bar- 
ron Collier organization, owner of the 
park, is headquartered. With the claims 
figuring up to less than $12,000, Lam- 
bert St Clair, talking for Mr, Buckner, 
stated that this amount represents but 
@ small part of Luna’s liabilities. 

Barron Collier is known to control 
most of the company’s stock, but some 
sources think the receivership action is 
not directed against Collier or his sub- 
sidiary interests. 

The company’s total liabilities of $1,- 
250,000 were widely heralded, but it was 
indicated that but 100,000 is due to 
outside creditors, with the balance of 
$1,000,000 being owed to Barron Collier, 
Inc. The incorporated Luna company’s 
lawyers described Barron Collier as “one 
of the owners of the company that 
Owns the park.” The official statement 
was given out from the Collier office. 
The Times and The Tribune made great 
play of the news, which is believed to 
have emanated from a friend of Mr. 
Collier's who “engineered” both the 
form the receivership should take and 
the statements to the newspapers. 

Early Wednesday morning, when the 
News broke, Luna was besieged with 
good-will ambassadors, many of the 
Coney Island fraternity and especially 
temporary workers, park employees and 
firms. The last three classes were wor- 
ried about wages, but the skies seem 
finally to have cleared after due ex- 
planations by Manager Rex D. Billings 
and various attaches. Billings was up 
practically the entire night and was 
visibly worn out from interviews, mul- 
tiple explanations and the general situa- 
tion, all of which was aside from work- 
ing sunrise to way after sunset, shaping 
the spot for its opening. This is Billings’ 
third season here, having come here 
from Youngstown, O., with a great 
reputation as a park manager and park 
cwher preceding him. Oldtimers of 
Coney Island and park men thruout the 


. country have been watching Billings to 


see what he could accomplish with Luna 
after fading draw and business in the 
years just prior to his entry here. The 
new turn in events is expected to prove 
of interest if only in the respect that 
it will mean Billings can now start a 
“new deal,” with the impending bank- 
ruptcy worries ended because of actual 
occurrence.

With only a few days to go before the 
fair opens all major exhibit buildings 
stand completed; roads and streets have 
been used for months; all utilities 
necessary for operation have been in- 
stalled; restaurants are in operation, and 
a portion of the fleet of Greyhound 
busses are carrying thousands of pas- 
sengers to points of interest. 

When the fair opens visitors will see 
a startling new world of color and new 
forms of architecture, a new and thrill- 
ing technique in the staging of exposi- 
tions, and Chicago is inviting the worla 
to the most unique of all international 
fairs.

fewer week-end and mid-week cruises, 
but there will be more long cruises this 
summer. Abramson says he has con- 
tracted to supply shows for the Anchor, 
Cunard, Hamburg-American, Holland- 
America, North German Lloyd, Red Star, 
White Star, U. S., Panama Pacific and 
International Merchant Marine lines, 
and that Cook’s and Frank’s tours ex- 
pect tc charter ships for special cruises, 
also using shows. 

Abramson has a 54-day cruise to the 
Mediterranean lined up for July 5, eight 
two-week cruises, and several ranging 
from three to five days. Acts do usually 
four shows on a two-week trip and fewer 
on shorter cruises. As for talent used, 
a dance orchestra, a line of girls, an 
emsee and a few singe*s and dancers 
make up the shows. Hoke comedy and 
talk acts are rarely used. Performers 
are usually given first or second-class 
pessage. In almost every case acts 
travel as passengers rather than as part 
of the crew. 

Other companies using talent are the 
Simmons’ Tours for the Italian Line, the 
Sandy Hook steamers, the Fall River 
Line to New England, Ward Line cruises 
to Havana, Clyde-Mallory Line’s two- 
week cruises to Miami, Furness Line’s 
short cruises to Bermuda, Old Dominion 
Line to Norfolk, and the Hudson River 
Night Line. Bobby Sanford is staging 
the shows for the Hudson River Day 
Line Showboat Cruises, as he did last 
summer.

and live up to the industry code of 
“fair competition”; each industry asso- 
ciation will submit a code of practices 
to the President for approval; there 
must be no monopoly and no discrim- 
ination against small business enter- 
prises; empioyees can organize and em- 
ployers must observe minimum wage 
and working conditions standards. 

The passage of Roosevelt’s bill may 
force film :ndustry organizations such 
as the Hays organization, MPTOA, Al- 
lied and the Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences to merge, or at least 
work together. In vaudeville the cir- 
cuits and independents may have to set 
up some sort of industry board and the 
same action may be forced on legit and 
the outdoor amusements. The Major 
film companies would have to pledge 
elimination of “unfair competition” 
and, since the anti-trust laws would be 
sispended, mergers of weaker or bank- 
rupt companies may be encouraged. 

Wages are another important angle. 
The inflation program of the Roosevelt 
administration means rising prices and, 
altho the inflation is “controlled” it 
is expected that wages will not rise as 
fast as money depreciates. Salaries in 
show business are way down now and 
are still going down. The Industry Con- 
trol Bill would set wage minimums, thru 
the industry associations, and also force 
the employers to recognize unions. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—Passage, in 
rapid-fire order, of President Roosevelt’s 
national recovery bill, which combines 
industrial co-operation and assistance 
with unemployment relief agencies, is 
expected from Congressional leaders.

The constitutional change has even 
further effects, not only providing for 
the nonmembership of aliens, but per- 
haps proving a stumbling block to the 
present Dickstein Bill in Congress, if it 
is okehed by the membership next 
month. The Dickstein Bill provides for 
exclusion of alien performers under 
governmental control, and many people 
in the field feel that «uch would be 
far worse than the control which Equity 
now exerts. The constitution change 
would nake Equity rulings approximate 
those of the Dickstein Bill. and it is felt 
that far better results can be obtained 
by controlling the situatiori thru a the- 
atrical organization than thru govern- 
mental red tape.

Momentous Decision Clears 


Way for Pin 


Board Prizes 


Circuit Court judge in Kentucky declares pin games 
legal, also giving of cash and merchandise prizes—pre- 
scribes rules for legitimate operation of pin games 

: e 


LOUISVILLE, May 20.—What is thought to be the most momentous court 
decision yet obtained in pin-game history was handed down by Judge Marshall in 
the Jefferson County Circuit Court on May 12. The decision, like that recently 
obtained in Federal Court in Texas, pronounces the pin games as skill devices 
and not games of chance, and also goes a step further by declaring that prizes 
may be given under certain restrictions. C. B. House, of the Kentucky Novelty 
Company; J. E. Cobb, of the Kentucky Springless Scale Company, and other local 


coin men were plaintiffs in the case to 
restrain magistrates and deputies from 
interfering with the operation of their 
fin games. Leo J. Sandmann, who has 
been legal counsel for the operators in 
a number of other cases, represented 
the coin men. Mr. Sandmann suggests 
that since there are no Kentucky 
statutes relating to pin games, it is 
their purpose to make law by obtaining 
favorable court decisions. 

According to Mr. Sandmann, the de- 
cision “goes just one step further than 
the Texas decision and says that cash 
prizes may be given as rewards for skill 
and the limitations put upon it are 
that there is no actual betting between 
the owner or operator and the player 
of the machine. That is to say, if the 
player does not make a certain number 
he, of course, does not get the cash 
prize, but he is not required to pay any 
more money for not making a certain 
number other than the stated cost of 
playing the game. Then, in order to put 
it out of the category of a lottery, the 
opinion says that no prize shall be 
given for an arbitrary score. That is to 
say, a score picked like 1055, unless that 
particular score is the Known and pub- 
lished winning score for the machine, 
and by published, he means a Notice on 
the machine. But he also qualifies this 
and says that they can pick out any 
score they want, not the published 
score, if the prize be purely nominal, 
that is to say, not over $1.” 

Mr. Sandmann has furnished The 
Billboard with a copy of the decision, 
with the suggestion that it may be 
valuable to other lawyers representing 
operators of pin games in other courts. 
It is suggested that this decision may 
establish precedent and become one of 
the most valuable victories yet obtained 
for the modern pin games.

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New Idea Delays Game 

CHICAGO, May 20.—Bally Manufac- 
turing Company announced yesterday, 
thru its president, Ray Moloney, that 
the new game Automat probably would 
be delayed about 60 days before defi- 
nitely being placed on the market. Two 
reasons were given as an explanation 
for delaying the advent of the game. | 

“A revolutionary feature,” Mr. Moloney 
said, “has been perfected after long and 
expensive work in their experimental 
shop. This device is something that 
operators have long been wanting, and 
now that we have it we think it is 
worth delaying the new game until our 
plans can be changed so that the new 
device will be built into the Automat. 
We are positive that operators will hail 
it as the greatest contribution that has 
been made to their welfare in a long 
time.” 

He explained also that their plant was 
rushed to keep up production on the 
Airway. This demand for the Airway, he 
said, was a sure sign that operators con- 


sider originality and quality more than 
price. 


Model Statutes Seen as Method 
For Trades To Protect Members 


The advertising trade, under the 
leadership of Printer’s Ink, has finally 
succeeded in getting a model statute 
introduced as S. 1592 in the United 
States Senate. The model statute has 
also been passed in 24 States. This is 
suggestive of what might be done by 
the coin-machine business, much in 
need of a mocel statute also. D. M. 
Steinberg, president of the New Jersey 
Automatic Merchandisers’ Association, 
has very strongly urged the need of 
model State statute on coin machines 
and reports that he, with others, is 
working toward framing a model bill. 

The O. D. Jennings & Company 
mailed a model city license ordinance 
to their operators, suggesting a license 
on the one type of machine similar to 
the Little Duke only. This model 
ordinance indicates that many in the 
trade are thinking of simplifying the 
passage of laws and also about getting 
more favorable consideration from the 
lawmakers. 

The lawmaking business of this 
country is of such a nature that if a 
tiade does not take the initiative in 
suggesting reasonable regulations some- 
body unacquainted with the trade is 
likely to make laws for it. Leaders in 
the coin-machine trade recognize that it 
will be difficult for men of long experi- 
ence in the business to frame a model 
statute that will provide for well-dis- 
tributed regulation of the operation of 
all types of coin machines. The strictly 
merchandise vending machines cannot 
bear very much taxation or license fees 
of any kind. The pin games and de- 
vices of similar type cannot pay a very 
neavy fee, altho it appears that the 
majority of operators in the trade would 
prefer some kind of a regulatory license 
to govern the operating of the machines. 
The machines with a large element of 
chance appear to be on the increase as 


ee _—~ 


& more liberal sentiment is felt over 
the country, and a regulatory license of 
some kind is generally regarded as the 
most satisfactory way to control the 
placing of these machines. This type 
of machine can pay a much larger 
license fee than the pin games and 
other types of table devices. 

Thus it is seen that the trade itself 
will have many angles to consider in 
suggesting a model statute of any kind. 
The trade really needs a model city 
license ordinance which will suggest a 
fair tax and regulatory measures for the 
three or four types of coin machines 
and also a model State statute covering 
the operation of coin machines for sub- 
mission to State legislatures. If the 
trade had ready two such model 
statutes, then it would be well prepared 
for all legislative emergencies. Ma- 
chines would have to be classified first 
before a model statute can be framed or 
else hardships will be effected for cer- 
tain types of machines. For legislative 
purposes it should be possible to classify 
machines into three or four standard 
groups as outlined above. 

Considering that there is great need 
for legal reform in this country, the 
coin-machine trade can protect itself 
and also assist in maintaining respect 
for law by supporting model statutes 
which will simplify matters by prevent- 
ing the passage of too many laws and 
also in making the laws passed as sim- 
ple and direct as possible. The real 
mischief done by the lawmaking racket 
in this country is apparently due to too 
many bills and ordinances on the same 
subject, or trade, which should be cov- 
ered completely in one carefully planned 
ordinance or statute, and also due to 
the complicated and technical complica- 
tions of many of the laws passed. A 
bill introduced in the Missouri Legisla-

Fewer Laws

Only one adverse bill on 
coin’ machines reported 
passed in 43 legislatures

CHICAGO, May 20. — The coin- 
machine industry has received comfort 
in the fact that, altho more bills have 
been introduced this year in the State 
legislatures than last, still fewer of the 
bills have become law. With 43 State 
legislatures in s€ssion it was anticipated 
that many bills affecting coin machines 
would be introduced. Many have been 
reported, but only one bill seriously 
affecting the future of the coin-machine 
business seems to have become a law 
so far. Several bills are still pending, 
but most of them are expected to die in 
committee. Some good work has been 
done by the organized trade in New 
York, Texas and California in resisting 
unfair legislation. 

It is shown in a preliminary survey 
by the American Legislators’ Association 
that 62,000 bills were introduced this 
year, including those in Alabama and 
Louisiana, where special sessions were 
jneld. In 1931 59,500 bills were proposed 
in the various States. The survey 
shows, however, that during the first 
four months of 1933 only 17,077 new 
laws had actually been passed, as com- 
pared with 8,031 in 1931 and 8,283 in 
1929. 

“With the population expected to 
come to a standstill by 1950,” says The 
Chicago Daily Times, “it should be no 
trick at all to have a law for every man, 
woman and child at the end of the cen- 
tury. We also have some 15,000,000 
recorded ccurt decisions in the law 
libraries to supply law—legislatures 
often overlook a bet. It’s a great help 
to the paper, printing and publishing 
business. Most of the laws are forgot- 
ten as soon as passed and do little 
harm. The most important ‘laws’ were 
in force thousands of years before a 
legislature met, and would be in force 
tomorrow night if legislatures repealed 
them all tomorrow morning.” 


Game With Brain Shown 
To New York Operators 


NEW YORK, May 20.—Merchandisers, 
Inc., located in the Empire State Build- 
ing, present what is called “the game 
with a brain” in the new Pok-o-Mat 
recently shown to operators. It is said 
to possess almost human qualities in 
Playing any poker game to perfection. 
Reports are that it actually deals, dis- 
cards, draws and keeps the game in 
Motion just as if a human hand were 
sitting inside the cabinet and dealing 
the cards. 

The new game is described as being 
housed in an attractive cabinet, with 
push buttons used over the round disks 
with the actual card markings. These 
disks get into action the moment the 
coin is placed in the chute and the lever 
turned to “deal.” Cards can be taken 
one at a time or all five at one time, 
depending upon the game being played. 
Once the five cards are all dealt, then 
the buttons facing those cards which 
the players wish to discard are manipu- 
lated and the lever is then turned to 
“discard.” By revolving the handle in 
the center of the machine all discards 
are mace, but the cards do not re-enter 
the deck. 

Then the lever is set to draw, the 
handle again turned and the new oards 
enter into the pockets. In this manner 
the complete scientific game of poker is 
played. When the final hand is com- 
pleted, turning the handle will not 
produce any more cards. 


Jobber Sheet Published 


NEW YORK, May 20.—Genco, Inc., 
Chicago manufacturer of the New Cen- 
tury Special, Jiggers, Sky-Ride and 
other pin games, has announced the 
publication of The Genco Jobber News, 
& house organ, which will be issued 
from New York. It is an effort to 
express greater co-operation with the 
jobber, and an invitation has been given 
to jobbers to send their frank views 
&bout market and trade conditions. 
_Jobbers who have seen the layout of 
the news sheet are reported to have 
been very enthusiastic about it. It will 
be for free distribution to all jobbers of 
coin machines who request a copy, pro- 
Vided they “are really jobbers.” 


Not Guilty 


A letter from Harry Block, of the 
Block Marble Company, Philadelphia, 
takes exception to a news item from At- 
lantic City in which it was stated that 
the Block Marble Company had made 
accusations against a local firm: 

“On page 57 of your issue dated May 
13 you state that we have accused cer- 
tain firms in Atlantic City of hijacking 
tactics. It seems to us that before pub- 
lishing such a broad statement you 
would do a little investigating to ascer- 
tain whether or not this is true. 

“We know nothing about this hijack- 
ing business, and since our name has 
been used in connection with this ugly 
word in your paper suppose you tell us 
something more definite about it. It’s 
all news to us. If you know nothing 
definite emanating from this office, you 
will retract that article at once.”—Biock 
Marble Company. 


Bank Holiday Brought 
Gold Payment on Games 


CHICAGO, May 20.—W. W. Doyle, rep- 
resentin the Northwest Amusement 
Company, Inc., of Portland, Ore., reports 
that he will be located here for some 
time and as a special side line is enjoy- 
ing the cooking of his grandmother, 
something that he has missed for sev- 
eral years. Mr. Doyle has a sample five- 
foot Premier pin-game table ‘here at the 
Sherman Hotel and says that it will be 
there for the inspection of anyone in- 
terested in the de luxe Premier tables. 
He believes that the pin game of the 
future will be the big de luxe tables. 
His firm makes a big seven-foot pre- 
mier, which is probably the biggest 
standard pin-game table on the market, 
with possibly an exception in a new 
game that ‘has recently been announced 
in the East. 

Mr. Doyle tells an interesting story of 
how the bank holiday helped him make 
a big sale and get paid in gold. A 
customer on the Pacific Coast had in- 
structed him to draw up a contract for 
@ big order which he would sign 
“tomorrow.” But when the next day 
came the bank holiday had closed all 
the banks and Doyle thought the order 
was off. But Mr. Operator took him to 
his safety deposit box and showed @ 
whole pile of gold, also made the deposit 
on the order in gold then and there. 
By the time the machines arrived the 
President’s order against hoarding gold 
had been announced and so the cus- 
tomer paid the full amount in real gold 
coin to get rid of it. Mr. Doyle affirms 
that he never saw so much gold in his 
life and that he also hastened to ex- 
change it for paper money. 

The association in Portland is doing 
a fine work, Mr. Doyle states, and the 
city license ordinance is considered a 
great help to the operators. Mr. Haskell, 
secretary of the Oregon Associated 
Operators, is also an official in the 
cigar trade association and in that way 
is instrumental in promoting co-opera- 
tion between the operators and loca- 
tions. Mr. Doyle expresses a strong wish 
for a national organization to promote 
greater harmony in the coin-machine 
trade. 

He was pleased, he said, to learn that 
Ben Levin had become associated with 
‘his company in Portland. Mr. Levin is 
a pioneer in the vending-machine busi- 
ness and has many friends along the 
West Coast and also in the Hast. 


Trip Over Four States 


SIOUX CITY, Ia., May 20.—Russell 
Brooke, field man for the Specialty Sales 
Company, Inc., has just returned from 
an extended trip thru Iowa, South 
Dakota, Minnesota and Nebraska. He 
reports that the advent of beer in Iowa 
and Minnesota has stimulated play on 
the pin games and has also proved a 
general business tonic. He also noted 
an increase of play in South Dakota 
and Nebraska, he says. The Specialty 
firm represents manufacturers in these 
States and also operates extensively 
thruout the Northwest. 


Already in New Office 


SIOUX CITY, Ia., May 20.—The Spe- 
cialty Sales Company, Inc., distributor 
of coin machines, has moved into new 
and spacious quarters at 612 Pierce 
street. The company is considered to be 
the first to introduce pin games into 
this territory and has at this time an 
extensive operating and distributing 
business in coin devices of all kinds. 
Paul Breidinger, of Worthington, Minn., 
was a recent visitor and purchased sev- 
eral new games carried by the firm. 


Southern Manager Says 
Business Is Improving 


CHICAGO, May 20—S. T. Stanley, 
Southern manager of the Bally Manu- 
facturing Company, with offices at 685 
Linden avenue, Memphis, Tenn., visited 
the Chicago factory last week. He re- 
ported @ marked increase in activity all 
thru the South and Southwest and ar- 
ranged for a large shipment of the 
latest machines. Commenting on the 
increased price of the Airway, he said 
that “it would not make any appreciable 
difference in the sale of the machine.” 

Mr. Stanley agreed with Bally officials 
that the amusement machine industry 
is feeling its full share of the wave of 
confidence now sweeping across the 
country.

As the second part of the cam- 
paign, Mr. Glasser directed another let- 
ter to all operators, inclosing a copy of 
the location owner's letter, and inform- 
ing the operators to abide by the wishes 
of their location owners and supply 
them with the machines they desire.

Summer 


It is our hope to gather as many sug- 
gestions as possible, in the form of 
news and ideas, relating to the success- 
ful operation of amusement machines 
curing the summer months. The gen- 
eral improvement in the business of the 
country will be favorable for coin ma- 
chines in all types of locations thru the 
summer, so that operators really should 
find no letup in their business as the 
warm season comés on. 

Most of the leading operators inter- 
viewed on the subject of summer and 
amusement machines said that they 
did not recognize any definite summer 
dull period. To them the summer sea- 
son is just another period in which to 
do a little shifting of machines and al- 
so attend to business a little more care- 
fully. There are other operators, of 
course, who have that human feeling 
that the summer is a good time to let 
up, just as people in most other lines 
of business seem to do. 

From Canada comes news of an ex- 
periment with a portable arcade, with a 
variety of about 25 coin machines in 
each arcade. These portable arrange- 
ments are located with a fair or celebra- 
ation from one day to a full week. This 
is an interesting idea aid will bear 
watching. Local conditions evidently 
provide a place fur it in the operations 
in Canada. 

From California comes the report that 
many operators pay for their vacation 
by Selling coin machines for a manu- 
facturer or jobber as they travel about. 

The night clubs and beer gardens 
opening up all over the country should 
provide some good summer locations 
this’ year. Many new ideas will un- 
doubtedly appear during the summer of 
1933. 


“Before the taxpayers can get relief 
from the terrible burdens they are 
bearing they must be protected against 
the extravagance and follies of the 
thousands of governmental agencies 
which are levying taxes and spending 
public funds. Did you ever try to fig- 
ure out how many different govern- 
mental bodies are levying taxes in Colo- 
rado? There are 2,033 school boards, 63 
boards of county commissioners, 227 
town or city councils, and goodness only 
knows how many improvement districts 
of various kinds. And in addition to all 
these there are the State Legislature 
and Congress,” says The Denver Post. 


President Roosevelt, former stock- 
holder in a coin-machine firm, will not 
attend the opening of the World’s Fair 
in Chicago, so the latest word indicates. 
A stupendous welcome was awaiting 
him if his plan to attend had still held 
in force, but it is well understood that 
his many duties are sufficient reason 
for declining the invitation. According 
to news reports early in the year, Elliott 
Roosevelt, son of the President, is asso- 
ciated with the International Cosmetic 
Company, firm handling the cosmetic 
venders being placed by the Railway 
Express Agency. 


Chicago school teachers are beginning 
to get some of their eight months’ back 
pay in installments. If all the city of- 
ficials should be paid up in full some 
of it ought to find its way into coin 
machines on locations in the city, and 
operators would feel a new stimulus in 
their business. 


A. S. Douglis, of the Daval Manufac- 
turing Company, Chicago, is now on an 
extended business trip to Eastern points. 
He plans to arrive in New York by May 
25, in time for the dinner-dance cele- 
bration of the operators’ association at 
the Lizmore Hotel. 


“Would it be possible for me to secure 
some information about a mechanical 
poker-playing machine called Pokerette. 
It was registered in the U. S. Patent Of- 
fice in 1930. It has three circular sur- 
faces within each other that revolve. 
On the revolving surfaces are litho- 
graphed the different cards in a deck. 
The machine is set in motion by spin- 
ning a small gadget between the fore- 
finger and thumb. Each revolving sur- 
face comes to a stop at a different time; 
when the last one stops the poker hand 
has been made. It is not a coin-oper- 
ated machine. I would like to know, if 
possible, where I can obtain a sample 
machine.”—(A Massachusetts reader). 


Vacuumed 


Theron C. Curtiss, the man behind the 
Val-a-Vac clothes cleaning machine, a 


vacuum coin-operated brush, is inter- 
ested in the restroom modernization 
movement, as the following personal let- 
ter to Silver Sam will indicate: 

“I note with much interest ‘how your 
efforts to modernize restrooms have tak- 
en hold. It seems that all the other 
rublications are now leaning that way, 
and it must be a certain satisfaction to 
know that you first recognized these 
latent possibilities. One of the many 
reasons why I became interested in de- 
veloping Val-a-Vac was the fact that I 
‘had traveled considerably in my former 
connection and have had the pleasure 
(?) of standing in the vestibule of Pull- 
mans waiting to be brushed off and 
have eaten up a lot of the other fel- 
low’s dust, with the result that I felt 
worse off vhan before being brushed. 

“I also knew from my own experience 
when traveling by machine I always 
made it a point to have lunch at some 
hotel with a decent washroom where I 
could clean up, and in conversation 
with many others found that they, too, 
felt the same way. Also found out in 
talking with hotel managers that many 
of them made it a point to have a good 
washroom for the purpose of catching 
men on the road for a meal, a big item 
in the smaller towns where it is expen- 
sive to maintain a dining room. Every 
friend made also meant a prospect for a 
room at some time. 

“There is a certain amount of logic 
in this. In the last few years travel 
has been very light, and I felt I was 
better off to mark time and in the 
meantime get things in as good shape 
as possible. 

“It may interest you to know that in 
several publications there has been a 
news note to the effect that Pullman 
porters were concerned about my ma- 
chine. All of which is good publicity 
for me, since it shows that the device is 
creating a certain amount of interest. 

“The porter scare gave me another 
idea and [ have just completed a ma- 
chine that a porter or bootblack may 
operate with a key when he is on the 
job, and when he is not it is there for 
coin operation. My idea is to ‘have 
something which might offset any 
criticism offered, and also to have a 
type of machine to serve any and all 
needs. That now gives me four models, 
all of which are standardized and parts 
interchangeable—the 5-cent model, the 
l-cent model, a straight manual ma- 
chine and the combination just fitted 
up for porters, etc.” 


We will have to form a Perseverance 
Club in the coin-machine business for 
some of these fellows that get an idea 
and stick to it thru the years until the 
perfa@cted machine is finally on the 
market. Mr. Curtiss will be nominated 
for membership because he has been 
pushing his coin-operated vacuum 
clothes-brushing device for a long time, 
and now has four models developed, 
which are intended to meet all needs 
Tor such a device. Bill Parrish, in Chi- 
cago, is another fellow who got an idea 
for a merchandise machine some years 


‘back and kept plugging along until he 


finally got some capital to help ‘him get 
the machines on the market. He now 
has one of the most attractive lines of 
general merchandising machines in the 
trade. I wrote the first news story for 
Parrish back when about all he had 
was some drawings and ideas. 


These two fellows are samples of the 
kind of stuff the trade is made of and 
do not include all the list by any 
means. O. L. Miles is another one of 
them who has trudged along for five 
years in perfecting and getting a chew- 
ing gum vender on the market. These 
fellows deserve credit because they have 
persevered during depression and at a 
time when most of us feel that a thing 
must make money now or it is all wet. 
Believe it or not, it is much harder to 
stick to an idea until it is completed 
nowadays than it was years ago when 
business moved much more slowly than 
it does now. 


Most of the fellows who invent new 
types of coin-operated machines do not 
have money enough to put their ideas 
on the market. Most of them also 
prefer to organize a new company, in 
Which they can have a larger part in 
the marketing of the machine than 
would be possible in turning their in- 
ventions and patents over to established 
manufacturers in the trade. Most in- 
ventors feel that a new company will 
push their particular machine more 
energetically than an established manu- 
facturer with a big line of machines 


already made in ‘his plant would do. 
So-o-o there should be some way in 
which inventors and prospective manu- 
facturers or capital could be brought 
together more easily. 


Amusement devices come and go so 
fast that all the manufacturers in this 
field are ready to grab up any new idea 
that appears to be practical. With the 
more vermanent types of machines, 
however, the inventor in most cases 
either prefers or feels compelled to pro- 
mote his own company. Harry W. 
Alexander, perhaps the trade’s only ex- 
perienced financial agent and promoter, 
says that “it is useless to try to get 
funds for promoting machines thru 
regular financial channels now.” 


“There is a new pin game on the 
market callea Sportsman which has just 
come ovt. As we are subscribers to The 
Billboard, we are taking the liberty of 
asking you to put us in touch with the 
factory that is making them.” (A Con- 
necticut reader.) 

Don’t happen to know of a pin game 
called Sportsman. A new de luxe 
target machine called Sportsman has 
been introduced by the J. P. Seeburg 
Corporation, Chicago. This target ma- 
chine is housed in an upright cabinet 
Similar to that of digger and crane 
machines, and it may be that our Con- 
necticut friend ‘has heard of this device. 
If any reader knows of a Sportsman in 
the pin-game field we will appreciate 
having the information. 

The Oriole Coin Machine Corporation, 
Baltimore, is joining in the campaign 
against obsolete games by offering $3 
allowance to operators who turn in old 
machines. 


Claire Grant, known thruout the 
trade as “America’s only girl jobber,” 
Says she is very much interested in the 
return of siot machines and that she 
expects to make enough extra money to 
enjoy a trip to the World's Pair in 
Chicago during the summer. Claire’s 
picture adorns the Roxy Tip Sheet, sent 
out by the Roxy Vending Company, 
New York. 


Those two brothers, operators in Los 
Angeles, who hit on the idea of giving 
a keg of beer as a prize on their ma- 
chines should be here in Chicago. I 
quit playing the pin games long ago, 
but might be induced to resume the 
habit if beer were used as a prize.

clubs had poked resolutions at the 
Police about letting the coin machines 
alone in their clubrooms. Many clubs 
in this country have used coin ma- 
chines to assist in financing their 
activities, and if properly approached 
many of these clubs would be willing 
to send expressions of opinion to city 
and State officials as to the value of the 
games. Resolutions are very helpful at 
times in convincing officials that the 
coin-machine trade is an established 
business. Too many Officials still are 
under the impression that it is a kind 
of ne’er-do-well business and they don’t 
hesitate much about attacking it. Ex- 
pressions coming from organized clubs 
and groups as reflections of public 
opinion will often prove ‘helpful in 
forestalling a lot of persecution. 


Cc. B. House, of the Kentucky Amuse- 
ment Company, in commenting on the 
recent court decision obtained in Louis- 
ville on the pin games, sends the follow- 
ing remarks to Silver Sam: 

“One can readily see that the effect 
of this victory is far reaching and will 
be highly beneficial, not only to op- 
erators in Kentucky, but to operators 
everywhere aNd manufacturers as well. 
It is particularly a boon to local opera- 
tors here, where the constables and 
magistrates had a thriving business of 
seizing games, breaking them open for 
the contents and holding them for 
‘ransom,’” 


O. D. Jennings & Company, Chicago, 
sent aN announcement to their custom- 
ers this week that they were discontinu- 
ing the collecting of the 10 per cent 
excise tax on the mint-vending types of 
machine. This pending a definite ruling 
on this poiat by the taxing authorities. 


Canada 


That personality plays a role in boost- 
ing coin-machine play is shown by the 
machines operated by Dan Morrison, St. 
John, N. B. He has all kinds of ma- 
chines, ranging from scales to jackpots, 
and in spite of economic conditions 
they get the play. Mr. Morrison has a 
pleasing personality and also uses strat- 
egy in boosting his machines. On Sun- 
days, when others are in a dilemma 
about getting nickels to furnish cus- 
tomers with change, Mr. Morrison gets 
his supply from the sexton of a local 
church. Nickels and dimes are the coins 
largely used in church offerings, he 
finds, so he knows where to get the 
small change. Mr. Morrison also uses 
prizes liberally, ranging all the way 
from chewing gum to lunch, drinks and 
what not. 


On the tep of all jackpot and other 
coin machines operated by the St. John 
Sales Company has been placed a rack 
or frame containing a cellophane-in- 
closed card with name of the company 
owning the machine and also directions 
for playing the machine. 


The Trades & Labor Council, St. John, 
is arranging for a large arcade, includ- 
ing jackpots, at a labor celebration 
which is to be opened with a parade on 
Labor Day morning and to continue for 


a week. This will be the first use of 
coin machines here in a local labor 
demonstration. 


Coin machines are being introduced 
for the first time at sports events, such 
as boxing and wrestling shows, also at 
baseball games. The machines are set 
up for the afternoon or night of each 
event only and aim to get the play of 
the sports fans before the program 
starts and during the intermissions. 


C. Herbert McLean, St. John, one of 
the new figures in the local coin-ma- 
chine trade, is a retired lieut. colonel 
of the Canadian militia and is a broth- 
er of a retired major general of the 
militia, the latter also being lieutenant 
governor of New Brunswick. 


The Eastern Amusement Bureau, St. 
John, promoter of indoor fairs and out- 
door celebrations, is including a coin- 
machine arcade as one of the conces- 
sions with its plams. These arcades are 
portable and are equipped with about 
25 machines of various kinds. The ar- 
cades are on stands from one day to a 
week, according to the length of time 
the fair or celebration may last. The 
portable arcade idea is considered a very 
interesting experiment with coin ma- 
chines and is an effort to satisfy the 
demand for cheaper amusements.

DALLAS, May 20.—J. R. Towater was 
indicted for “keeping and exhibiting a 
gaming table” by the grand jury here 
last week, the offense growing out of 
his alleged placing of a penny poker 
device in a small cafe. The cafe owner 
appeared before the grand jury as a 
witness. 

The machine in question was a device 
which shows a poker hand of five cards. 
Underneath each card is a slot in@which 
a penny is dropped; two players drop®a 
penny in each of the i.ve slots, and 
pennies going into the r.iddle slot re- 
main there for the ‘house. The other 
eight pennies, after the two hands are 
played, are released upon pressing a 
lever and the player with the highest 
hand wins them. 

The organized operators call attention 
to the fact that the operator of this 
machine was not a member of the asso- 
ciation. The organization is striving to 
build up and protect the operators in 
all parts of the State, they say, and 
that it seeks to inform the uninformed 
and restrain the heedless from acts that 
work out to the detriment of the 
business. 

Latest reports from Association Secre- 
tary John Backman, 1200 Camp street, 
say that a steady growth in membership 
is happening.

Puerto Rico Puts Tax of 
$75 a Quarter on Games 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—The Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce re- 
ports the passage of a bill by the legis- 
lative assembly of Puerto Rico April 25 
which places a tax of $75 per quarter on 
“games-of-chance automatic machines.” 
The law as passed reads as follows: 

To amend Paragraph 51 of Section 84 
of Law No. 85, approved August 20, 1925, 
as it was amended by Law No. 83, ap- 
proved May 6, 1931, and for other pur- 
poses. 

IT IS DECREED BY,THE LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY OF PUERTO RICO 


Article 1—Paragraph 51 of Section 84 
of Law No. 85, approved August 20, 1925, 
as it was amended by Law No. 83, ap- 
proved May 6, 1931, by the present de- 
cree is amended to read as follows: 

“Paragraph 51-—For the introduction, 
manufacture, ownership, use or opera- 
tion of any vending or games-of-chance 


automatic machine, known as slot ma- 
chines, operated by means of mechanical 
device or money, or substitute therefor, 
or for any part or accessory of such ma- 
chines, there is established a quarterly 
tax of $75; provided, that the revenue 
from this tax shall be distributed among 
the various municipalities of the Island 
of Puerto Rico and the government of 
the capital in proportion to the number 
of inhabitants.” 

Article 2—Any law or part of a law 
which may be in conflict with the pres- 
ent decree or which in any form tends 
to prohibit or peMalize the introduction, 
sale or operation of the machines stipu- 
lated in this law is hereby annul!ed. 

Article 3—Because of its urgent na- 
ture, this law shall go into force imme- 
diately upon being approved. 

Approved April 25, 1933, in the form 
provided by the Concurrent Resolution 
No. 15 of the 18th Legislature of Puerto 
Rico, first ordinary session. 


St. Louis Operators 
Seek Lower City Tax 


ST. LOUIS, May 20.—The St. Louis 
Coin Machine Operators’ Association will 
hold a special meeting at Mission Inn, 
Grand and Magnolia streets, next Thurs- 
day evening, when steps will be taken 
to have the city tax on all amusement 
machines reduced. 

The cfficers and board of directors, 
headed by President Louis Morris, have 
been busy working towards this end the 
last several weeks. All operators in St. 
Louis and vicinity are urged to attend 
the meeting. 


Machines Born of the Depression 
Bring Operators Bigger Earnings 


CHICAGO, May 20.—Addressing him- 
self to “a harassed and pessimistic group 
of operators,” W. J. Ryan, energetic vice- 
president of the O. D. Jennings & Com- 
pany, stressed in a speech recently the 
facts of steady growth in the business 
of his firm and also the coin-machine 
business in general in spite of condi- 
tions. 

“Some years ago,” Mr. Ryan told the 
Operators, “a Mr. Newton propounded 
the theory that what goes up must come 
down. Like most visionaries, he had 
trouble getting his views accepted. In 
fact, it was not until 1929, the year of 
the great economic Apple Fall, that a 
skeptical world recognized him for what 
he was—not only a first-rate scientist 
but unwittingly one of the foremost 
economic prophets of all time. 

“He was right. What goes up must 
come down—and did. 


“Yet we hasten to assure a harassed 
and pessimistic group of operators that 
this is one industry left that merits their 
confidence. We lay claim in our in- 
dustry to a large share of this confi- 
dence. Time and again in our history 
we have demonstrated our ability to ride 
out disaster without losing our mount. 
This includes wars, both economic and 
Physical; epidemic, conflagration and 
panic, and we're still climbing. We are 
able to see this thing thru and propose 
to do just that. The coin-machine 
manufacturers are, as a whole, in better 
condition than many of the so-called 
staple lines. 

“In cur institution we have not cur- 
tailed during these times of stress, but 
have gone ahead with experimentation 
and new models to offset the psycholog- 
ical effect of the present lethargic con- 
dition of general business. This condi- 
tion has brought to light many econo- 
mies in operation heretofore seemingly 
impossible. It has enabled us to give 
more value for the money, without the 
necessity of drastic curtailment in 
wages. Of course, adjustments had to 
be made in overhead, the same as in 
any other manufacturing business, but 
as a whole the results have not been 
as serious as expected 


“The most popular numbers in our 
entire line at present are two machines 
born of the depression. It takes a condi- 
tion of the character just gone thru to 
bring out the best work of an institu- 
tion. In normal times we all operate 
without much experimentation because 
customers are pressing for deliveries— 
they are not very anxious to mark time 
while a factory ties up its production 
line with a new product, which after 
all is but an experiment. They tell the 
manufacturer that the old one is good 
enough and that what they want is 
deliveries when needed. This attitude of 
the customer is profitable indeed, but as 
we said before, it holds back progress 
in an industry. 

“The best proof of that statement is 


in the fact that more new models in 
automobiles, in refrigerators, in heaters, 
in fans, in electrical appliances, in pack- 
aging of all sorts of commodities . . . 
in short, in all lines has been developed 
during the last three years than in the 
previous 10 years. 

“Under these times of stress and de- 
mands for ‘the best price possible’ we 
have waged a battle to maintain quality 
and show up the fallacy of cheaply 
manufactured goods. We have been 
honest in our convictions that quality 
speaks for itself and our reward in 
New business and the continued faith 
of our old customers substantiates in 
no small degree that we have directed 
our energies in the right course.” 

Mr. Ryan stated firmly that he be- 
lieved general business, and particularly 
the coin-machine business, was moving 
upgrade and that the operators needed 
to take on new enthusiasm. He de- 
scribed the two new machines, “born 
of the depression,” as the Little Duke 
and the Duchess. The Little Duke is 
a penny machine to suit the times, and 
more than 10,000 of them have been 
sold in the last six months, he said. 

The Duchess he described as a new 
design with over 100 new features in 
construction and appearance. The most 
important feature, he said, was that it 
could be converted from a bell to vender, 
or vice versa, in less than 40 seconds. 
The two machines are being recom- 
mended to operators as twins that 
naturally go together, he said.

LOS ANGELES, May 20.—A special call 
meeting of the old membership of the 
Protective Association of Coin Machine 
Operators of Los Angeles County, May

and the court being sufficiently advised, 
it is ordered and adjudged: 

1. That the pin-ball devices or ma- 
chines described and referred to in the 
petition herein are not gambling devices 
as described and referred to in the 
Kentucky Statutes, but are games of 
skill or practice. 


2. That the giving or posting of prizes 
either in cash or merchandise as a re- 
ward for said skill, judgment and 
adroitness, subject to the limitations 
and qualifications as hereinafter set out, 
does Not constitute setting up, operat- 
ing, maintaining or engaging in a game 
of chance or gaming under the Ken- 
tucky Statutes. 


3. The limitations and qualifications 
set out hereinabove are dependent upon 
the following: 


(a) Provided that the player is not 
required to pay any more money or 
thing of value to the owner or operator 
of these said devices upon his failure 
to make or obtain any definite or stated 
score other than the regular entrance 
fee or charge for playing the game, and 

(b) Provided that no premium or prize 
shall be awarded to the player for the 
making of any arbitrary score or num- 
ber selected by chance, not the result of 
skill, whether said number be very high 
or very low, unless such prize or 
premium be purely nominal, and/or un- 
less such score or number be the reg- 
ular known or published score for the 
machine. 


4. The plaintiffs herein and each of 
them, Charles B. House, trading and 
doing business as Kentucky Novelty 
Company; J. E. Cobb, trading and doing 
business as the Kentucky Springless 
Scale Company; Lawrence Camozzi, V. E. 
Rabenstein and Alex Ramm, are awarded 
an injunction against the defendants, 
and each of them, Thomas W. Beale, 
magistrate, and Roy Davenport, his 
constable, and any of their deputies or 
assistants, or any other officer working 
by or under authority or orders of these 
said defendants, subject to the above 
conditions, restrictions aNd qualifica- 
tions, enjoining these said defendants 
and such deputies or assistants from in 
any manner interfering with the plain- 
tiffs in the operation of certain pin- 
ball machines referred to herein and 
described in the petition herein the 
State of Kentucky and enjoining them 
from confiscating or destroying any of 
these said machines which they might 
either now have in their possession or 
may fhereafter take under color of au- 
thority. 

5. The defendants herein, and each 
of them, are ordered and directed to 
return to these plaintiffs such ma- 
chines or devices as have been hereto- 
fore seized, subject to the conditions 
and qualifications as hereiMabove set 
out, and the plaintiffs herein are given 
a judgment for their costs herein ex- 
pended, for all of which they may have 
execution.
